RETURN OF OFFICERS TO LINE DUTY. 

The War Department announced on June 13 that, in 
view of the improbability that Congress would take up the 
bill to give additional officers to the Army, which‘ has 
heen urged for several years by the Department, it has 
hecome necessary to take immediate action to get 
as many officers back to duty with the depleted companies 
and regiments as possible. The Secretary of War has rec- 
ommended the immediate passage of the bill. which would 
place the General Staff on the same plane as other staff 
bureaus, so that vacancies created in the line by the de- 
tail of the numerous captains and field officers could be 
immediately filled by the advancement of the juniors and 
the appointment of second lieutenants at the bottom of 
the list. Secretary Dickinson has directed that the heads 
of the various staff corps, the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion and other departments of the Government having line 
officers detailed for duty therein and not provided for by 
law, take immediate steps to rearrange their work with 
a view to returning as many of these officers as possible 
to their line organizations. The Secretary has also di- 
rected that as many of the recently retired officers as are 
willing to go upon active duty at colleges and in other 
positions, where their services can be availed of, be sent 
to replace officers belonging to the active list. The War 
Department has always endeavored to fill as many of the 
college and other details from the retired list as possible, 
but owing to the fact that a very large part of the retired 
list consists of men well advanced in years, or disabled 
from the performance of any active work, it has been 
impossible to avoid the detail of a large number of active 
officers for that duty. The Secretary of War does not 
desire to relieve active officers from college duty, unless 
they can be replaced by suitable retired officers, as the 
Department is entirely in sympathy with the law which 
provides for military instruction of the boys in the vari- 
prepare its youth to take up arms in the case of war and 
ous agricultural and other colleges. This is entirely in 
harmony with the general policy of our Government to 
assist the Regular Army, which is always kept down to a 
minimum of skeleton organizations. 

It is idle to conjecture at the present time how many 
heads of staff corps and other departments of the Govern- 
ment will find that they have officers detailed with them 
who ean be easily spared, but it would be contrary to 
the understanding of the necessity which has placed these 
officers on detail if the reply to the Secretary of War 
were not that none of them could be spared, and that if 
one were to be taken away the corps or department would 
suffer. The concession which the Secretary of War dip- 
lomatically makes to the obligation imposed by the unwill- 
ingness of Congress to give the Army more officers is a 
tribute to his tactfulness, but, nevertheless, it is hard to 
see how it will relieve the present strain on the Army. 
If the line is to receive back its officers, the departments 
which are now profiting by the services of such officers 
will suffer materially, and will have to look elsewhere 
for relief. The retired officers furnish the only relieving 
force, and, as the Secretary of War points out, the avail- 
able officers of this list are very few, owing to the con- 
ditions which retired them from active service. 

The Army AND Navy JourNAL has often gone into 
the question of the fitness of retired officers for these 
details, such as recruiting, etc., and we believe that we 
have made it clear that the Service will lose, not profit, 
by any large dependence upon such officers. In the mat- 
ter of teaching at colleges, at first glance it would appear 
that this is pre-eminently a field where the retired offi- 
cer’s qualifications would be serviceable, but in going 
into that question deeply it is found that, on the con- 
trary, the colleges need instructors fresh from active 





duty. Boys want the freshest, brightest minds to teach 
them, and they are quick to observe if there is anything 
antiquated about the teaching or teacher given them. 
It is inevitable, in the very nature of things, that a retired 
officer is not as up-to-date as an officer of the active 
list, who is continually being required by his daily duties 
to keep in touch with the fatest phases of the military 
art and its development abroad as well as at home. As 
the War Department reports that it has sought earnestly 
and long to find some avenue in which the retired officer 
could be effective in the sense that such a detail means, 
and although it has gone over every kind of detail it 
cannot discover one, we note with keen regret the ex- 
pression of the official opinion that Congress will not 
give the Army the additional officers it has so long and 
so sadly needed.

PROPOSED INFANTRY POST AT WASHINGTON. 

No proposal for a long time has so deeply interested 
the Infantry officers stationed in Washington as the out- 
line published in the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of June 
11 relative to the possibility of adapting the reclaimed 
land in Washington known as Potomac Park, extending 
up the Potomac River from opposite the War College, to 
the purposes of an Infantry post, thus answering the 
objection so often put forward when it is proposed that 
Infantry be stationed at the National Capital, namely, 
that there is not sufficient land in the city for an Infantry 
post. There has been much discussion of the scheme in 
the Department by officers, one of the warmest supporters 
of the project being a Cavalry officer who does not hesi- 
tate to say that he knows of no more available site than 
Potomac Park. 

The Washington Herald, which claims to have the 
largest morning circulation in Washington, gave to the 
project as stated in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL a 
prominent place in its issue of June 12, devoting more 
than half a column to a description of the advantages 
which such a plan offered. The Herald said that business 
men were in favor of the idea and that they saw in it a 
means to increase the interest of visitors to the National 
Capital. Col. Spencer Cosby, Superintendent of Build- 
ings and Grounds of the District of Columbia (major. 
C.E.. U.S.A.), points out that the present River and 
Harbor bill carries an appropriation of $180,000 for the 
improvement of the Potomac River. That money, it is 
expected, will be used to improve the Washington Chan- 
nel, that part of the river between Potomac Park and the 
War College and the docks of the Norfolk, Mount Vernon 
and Marshall Landing boats. This improvement will 
consist of dredging out the channel. and the material thus 
taken out, amounting to about 1,800,000 cubic yards, 
would be spread over the sunken parts of Potomac Park. 
It is believed that this quantity of deposit would raise 
the island to the final fixed grade. The dredging and the 
raising of the island to grade would be accomplished in 
about a year. The status of the land as a park for the 
city is defined by the Act of Congress approved March 3, 
1897, which reads as follows: “Be it enacted, That the 
entire area formerly known as the Potomac Flats, and 
now being reclaimed, together with the tidal reservoirs, 
be and the same is hereby made and declared a public 
park under the name of the Potomac Park and to be 
forever held and used as a park for the recreation and 
pleasure of the people.” 

While there is a strong feeling in the city in favor of 
extending the park system, and it is understood that the 
sum of five million dollars is desired to give more park 
aren to Washington, in which plan President Taft is 
said to have expressed a deep interest, friends of the 
Infantry say that there is a more pressing need that 
the Infantry be properly represented at the National 
Capital. A project is now under way to bring about the 
recession to the District of thirty square miles of land in 
Alexandria county. Va. The District Commissioners 
having this matter in hand say that “considerable portions 
of this land lying across the Potomac, and especially the 
Palisades, would be parked.” In this case, it is pointed 
out, the Infantry might be accommodated over in Virginia, 
as the Cavalry are at Fort Myer. Whatever may become 
of the recession land scheme, it is admitted by Infantry 
officers that the use of Potomac Park as a post for In- 
fantry troops would answer the objection as to the want 
of land in Washington for Infantry purposes. One 
Infantry officer objected this week to any plan that would 
“stick the Infantry off down in the river.” ‘What the 
Infantry needs,” he exclaimed in a burst of enthusiasm, 
“is a high site where we can view the surrounding coun- 
try and the city that we may have to defend like the 
Cavalry at Fort Myer.” “That is all very well,” said a 
brother officer standing by, “but remember that the 
Engineers are now stuck away off down along the river, 
and the back doors of the officers’ quarters open directly 
upon the Washington Channel. I have heard of no 
complaints from the Washington Barracks of the un- 
healthfulness of the location, and I am sure that the 
Infantry are as tough physically as the Engineers.” 





Bids were opened by the quartermaster of the Marine 
Corps on June 13 in connection with the experiment now 
being made at Norfolk and New York of buying the 
component parts of the enlisted men’s rations from various 
dealers in all those parts rather than giving to a general 
contractor the supplying of a]] the parts. The result 
was that competition was much greater. For example, 
there were seven bids at Norfolk, where only two or three 
had been received previously. .The comparative cost 
under the new system is from two to three cents lower 


on each ration. If practical experience shows that the 
advantages are greater in other respects the new system 
will probably be generally adopted in the Marine Corps. 
The saving per ration would mean a total saving of about 
$3,000 a year for a post having four hundred men, and 
for the whole Marine Corps the saving might be estimated 
at between $40,000 and $50,000. 





The officers of the Infantry that oppose the decrease 
of the regimental formation to nine companies of three 
battalions of three companies each, as proposed by Major 
General Carter, Acting Chief of Staff, do so on the ground 
that the change is not in the interest of the Service, 
however it may promote the interest of individuals. “By 
following the advice of General Carter and cutting down 
to. nine companies, we would have an increase ‘of ten 
regiments,” said one of these officers. “That would mean 
ten more colonels, ten more lieutenant colonels, and so on. 
Now, if we sought only promotion, could you imagine a 
thing that would appeal to us more than that proposal 
of General Carter. But looking at the good of the Serv- 
ice, we believe that the Infantry should have twelve 
companies not only, but should have a thirteenth, in fact, 
to handle the machine gun. I fear that General Carter 
has gone back to. Upton for his ideas about the value of 
battalion evolutions being superior to those of the regi- 
ment. Upton ignored the regiment in a sad way. The 
first appearance of the regimental evolutions was in the 
Infantry Drill Regulations prepared by the board which 
convened in 1891, and of which Lieut. Col. John C. Bates 
(now lieutenant general, retired) was president. That 
board clearly showed the value of evolutions by the regi- 
ment, and some of us believe that the greatest progress 
has been made by our Army in drill work since that set 
of regulations was brought out. It would be a bad day 
for the Infantry if it should go back to battalian evolu- 
tions, to the exclusion of those of the regiment.” In 
reading the “Memoirs” of General Sherman the other 
day, under the heading of “Lessons of the Civil War,” 
at the close of the book, we found that that great captain 
who had about as varied an experience as any commander 
in this country in the handling of Infantry, came out 
strongly for twelve companies, with a strength of not 
more than one thousand men, this number, he pointed out, 
producing the best all-round results. In that chapter 
General Sherman goes at length into the best organization 
of the different arms. We would suggest to those who 
are working out reorganization plans for the Army to 
consult these figures of General Sherman. The chapter 
of his “Memoirs” referred to was originally published in 
the ARMY AND Navy JourNat previous to its appearance 
in the “Memoirs.” 





In view of the fact that the immediate necessity for 
additional officers in the junior grades of the line of the 
Revenue Cutter Service promises to be soon relieved, it 
is gratifying to note that the Department has been 
enabled to resume the regular three-year course at the 
School of Instruction of the Service, as stated in our 
issue of June 4. On account of the demand for junior 
line officers on the cruising cutters it has been necessary 
during the past few years to graduate cadets at the ex- 
piration of a two-year course. This practice, which con- 
ditions rendered necessary, was open to the same 
objections that were raised by many officers of the Navy 
on account of the early graduation of classes at the Naval 
Academy, in that it unavoidably necessitated somewhat of 
an abridgment of the full course. Only those familiar 
with the subject can appreciate the high professional 
standards and the perfection of discipline that pertain at 
the School of Instruction of the Revenue Cutter Service. 
The school has been in existence since 1877, and prac- 
tically the entire line of the Service is now composed of 
its graduates. ‘There has been evolved gradually a course 
of instruction to fit cadets for commissions in the line 
that now compares favorably with the curricula at Wes: 
Point and Annapolis. This has been made possible by the 
fact that candidates for admission to the school are re- 
quired to pass an academic examination of more than 
usual difficulty. The thorough theoretical instruction in 
professional subjects at the School of Instruction is 
supplemented by an extended practice cruise each year, 
during which the cadets have unusual opportunities to 
acquire the practical knowledge and confidence requisite 
for an efficient line officer. High standards in the per- 
sonnel of the military service are naturally the develop- 
ment of aspirations instilled year after year into the minds 
of young officers, and the Revenue Cutter Service is much 
indebted to its cadet school for the commendable morale 
manifested in its commissioned ranks. For the full round- 
ing out of the instruction of cadets the complete three-year 
course as projected is advisable, and it is fortunate that 
conditions have warranted the Department in directing 
that future classes shall complete the full course as 
prescribed.

Some of the “deadbeats” of the Navy and Army ap- 
pear to have found occupation in newspaper offices at the 
West, if we may judge from the occasional appearance 
in such papers of paragraphs of which the following, 
from the Capital, of Topeka, Kas., is a choice specimen: 
“A Navy recruiting station will be opened in Topeka. 
Fine chance for any young man who has no ambition 
and who is willing to be a dog for $16 a month.” If 
local officials would visit the offices of these newspapers 
they might be able to earn the reward offered for the ap- 
prehension of deserters. “No rogue e’er felt the halter 
draw with good opinion of the law?’ 
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In Capt. Henry D. Thomason, Med. Corps, Col. E. M. 
Weaver, Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, has an 
assistant who has the honor of originating one of the 
most valuable methods of destroying the germs of yellow 
fever and of eradicating that plague from a city. During 
the second occupation of Cuba by the American troops; 
1906-09, Captain Thomason was stationed at Santiago 
and Cienfuegos, and had charge of several districts where 
there were outbreaks of yellow fever. The reputation 
of the medical officers of the American Army was at 
stake, for after the first occupation they had said that 
yellow fever had been overcome in Cuba. Now, if it 
should get beyond control and sweep over the island what 
would become of the authority of those who spoke in the 
name of the Army medical officers? This was the ques- 
tion which presented itself to Captain Thomason when 
he took hold of the fever-smitten districts. He is a very 
close observer, and he had not watched the fumigation 
methods many minutes before he saw there was something 
wrong. A force of men would start in to fumigate a 
house in which there had been fever. They would close 
up all the apertures, etc., and thus hope to exterminate 
all the vermin, etc., that carried the contagion. But by 
going at it piecemeal, it was plain to Captain Thomason 
the contagion was simply spread from house to house, 
as the infection carriers left the place attacked by the 
renovators. So he decided on what might be called the 
“circus tent” idea of fumigation. He had a whole block 
at a time covered with canvas. Poles were erected, just 
as in the circus, to hold up the tents. One block a day 
was thus covered. When the canvas was brought down 
to the ground it was closely fitted to the street, and then 
sulphur was burned inside the tent. Two pounds of 
sulphur were used for every thousand cubic feet of canvas. 
The houses being comparatively low, it was not so very 
difficult to cover them with canvas. It required a force, 
however, of six hundred men to do this fumigating by 
blocks. It will be seen that the originality of Captain 
Thomason’s plan lay in this. that, whereas the old method 
was to fumigate from the inside and scare the infection 
earriers out, his idea was to work from the outside. The 
scheme adapted itself perfectly to the situation, and it 
took only a few days for the application of it to the 
different foci of infection to demonstrate that it would 
stamp out the severest form of epidemic. In a few weeks 
the fever was practically under control, and_ several 
months only were required to eradicate it entirely.

A prominent officer of the General Staff stood on the 
front steps of the State, War and Navy Building, in 
Washington, one day recently as a caisson and artillery- 
men went by on the return from a funeral. “Do you 
know, unless the escorts are frequently changed, these 
funerals must get on the men’s nerves,” said the officer. 
“Escort after escort is called for here for funerals. First 
an officer on the active list dies, then an officer of the 
retired list passes away, and then perhaps some officer’s 
remains are brought home from the Philippines. Then, 
too, the officers of the Navy when they die receive the 
honors of an escort. Sometimes every day in the week 
has had a funeral. Human nature is such that it is 
impossible for men to turn out for these sad affairs 
without feeling a depressing effect. Why, I know of an 
officer who had to act as judge advocate of one of the 
departments of the Army, one of the largest, if not the 
largest. the Army ever had in time of peace. He was 
there for more than a year, and in that time he had 
more than 250 death sentences to pass upon. Day after 
day he would have to take the records of courts-martial 
home at night so that he could get through with the load 
of papers. Then in the morning again he would begin 
going over the records of vice and crime. So for months 
he waded through the moral miasma, till he found his 
nerves were suffering badly. He had more death sentences 
to pass upon than any district attorney or judge or court 
of appeals in the same length of time. Seeing only the 
dark side of life, he began to get correspondingly gloomy, 
and he feels to this day that he was not relieved a day 
too soon for his mental and physical well-being. Blowing 
taps and firing volleys over graves are very impressive 
ceremonies, and to do that often is to put oneself in the 
path of melancholy.”

The near approach to completion of the work on the 
approaches to the city of New York of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad suggests a moral for 
those gentlemen who are so critical of expenditures for 
naval vessels because these vessels wear out or become 
antiquated, so that they must be frequently renewed. The 
railroad we refer to is just finishing an expenditure of 
no less than $180,000,000 to renew work which was 
supposed to be permanent in its character. In 1871 it 
was congratulating itself that work upon which it had 
expended many millions of dollars had provided for all 
possible needs of transit within the city of New York, 
present or to come. To meet conditions it did not antici- 
pate, and could not have anticipated forty years ago, it 
now finds itself compelled to spend some twenty millions 
more than all our battleships have cost up to date. Its 
old terminal had a capacity for 366.cars and an area of 
twenty-three acres, while the new terminal, with 75.8 
acres, will provide sixty-seven tracks for 1,149 cars. All 
of this one hundred and eighty millions has been taken 
out of the reluctant pockets of stockholders because the 
absolute necessities of growing business compelled the 
expenditures, just as the absolute necessities of public 
defense compel a like expenditure upon ships of war. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad has spent about the same 
amount of money as the New York road for the same 
purpose and in obedience to the same necessity. This has 
become a great country, as we would remind the repre- 
sentatives from Spodunk and Squirrel Cross-Roads, and 
the proper conduct of its business requires a scale of ex- 
penditure incomprehensible to the bucolic mind. We talk 
in these days in units of millions where our grandfathers. 
or even the fathers of some of us, talked in units of 
thousands.

Congress is guilty of a serious neglect of duty in failing 
to pass the bill to put the graduates of the Naval Academy 
on the same footing with those of the Military Academy 
and promote them on graduation, instead of keeping them 
waiting for two years and then subjecting them to 


another examination. In a signed article in the New 
York American, entitled “A Knockout Blow for the 
Navy,” Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans says on this sub- 
ject: “That this discrimination against the Naval 
Academy graduate is unjust and injurious to the best 


interest of the Service has been declared by every Board 
of Visitors to the Naval Academy in the past ten or 
twelve years. Practically every officer of sea experience 
in the Navy ‘has joined these boards in recommending 
that the rank of ensign be given by commission to those 
graduating at Annapolis each year, and yet Congress 
cannot fird the time for the simple legislation to accom- 
plish it. Considering only the efficiency of the naval serv- 
ice, and leaving out entirely that of personal rights, it 
must be evident to any thinking man that to hold these 
young graduates in the grade of midshipman for two years 
after they leave Annapolis is an injustice which should 
be corrected. Crammed to the muzzle with theory from 
their academic course, they must still give two years more 
io further cramming before they can hope for a commis- 
sion in the Jowest rank of their profession. And this is 
not the worst feature of the case. When they have re- 
ported for service afloat they invariably, after six months 
or less, perform the duties of ensigns or lieutenants, but 
receive only the pay of midshipmen. They struggle along, 
ninety per cent. of them in debt, unless they have some- 
thing besides their pay, giving time to their books which 
should be given to demonstrating their aptitude for the 
naval service and fitting themselves to command men. 
The shameful treatment of these young gentlemen is well 
known to all those who have taken the trouble to look 
into the matter, including the men, members of Congress, 
who have secured their appointments. And yet Congress 
cannot find the time to pass a simple law directing that 
they be commissioned ensigns upon graduation. The 
power that prevents the enactment of such a law is well 
known in the naval service, but we have not the votes 
to control this power. Is it not time that the people of 
the country took a hand in the game?”

Major John F. O’Rourke, who is an assistant to Brig. 
Gen. D. E. Austen, Chief of Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., 
and who in civil life is a civil engineer, caisson and bridge 
builder, has invented and is now constructing in the 
Seabury boat yards, on Morris Heights, New York city, 
an aeroplane in which are applied principles of mechanics 
which he believes will revolutionize certain features 
dominant in heavier-than-air machines. His chief im- 
provement is the elimination of the vertieal rudder. 
patented by the Wright brothers, the use of which brought 
trouble to Curtiss, Paulhan and others. ‘“The only purpose 
of this rudder,’’ Major O’Rourke said, “is to overcome a 
defect. Eliminate the defect and you don’t need the 
rudder. Instead of using levers controlling wires for 
pulling supplementary latera] planes known as ailerons 
and employing a rudder to counteract them, T have tried 
an adjustable seat. This seat is suspended from four 
points so that it swings parallel to itself. and the attach- 
ment of the levers to the seat is done in such manner 
that the auxiliary planes are moved in.a way to cause the 
machine to rise in any direction toward which the seat is 
moved.”

At the annual session of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation at St. Louis, Tune 6-10, report was made by the 
committee appointed in reference to the erection, in the 
National Capital, of a memorial to the medical officers 
who gave up their lives during the Civil War. The mem- 
hers of the present committee are Col. William C. Gorgas, 
Med. Corns, U.S.A.. Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, of Philadelphia. 
and Dr. G, Lane Taneyhill. of Baltimore. Of the central 
committee of five authorized to be appointed, Drs. Mitchell 
and Taneyhill have accepted appointment. These mem- 
hers, desiring to have a representative from the Medical 
Corps of the Regular Army on the committee, insisted 
on the appointment. by himself, of Colonel Gorgas as a 
suitable member. It has heen suggested that the two 
remaining positions be filled by the appointment of an 
available Volunteer surgeon of the Union Army and a 
similar one from the Confederate Army. This step is 
now in progress of being consummated. By this method 
the central committee of five will be the better enabled 
to complete the general committee of one from each state, 
as authorized by the association.

The Navy Department has sent a commendatory letter 
to Civil Engr. H. R. Stanford, U.S.N., at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, congratulating him on the economical results 
accomplished at that yard during the past winter on three 
separate jobs. In the extension of the crane track the 
contract cost would have heen $20,390, but the net cost 
of the yard labor was $13,220, a saving of $7.170. In the 
construction of the rifle butts the contract cost was 
$17,290, while the net cost of the yard labor was $9,224. 
a saving of $8,065. The contract cost of the naving work 
was &382.653. but the actual cost by vard labor was 
$26,988. a saving of $5,670, the total saving on the three 
jobs heing $20,905. Commenting on this unusnal economy, 
the Department says: “This excellent performance ap- 
parently shows that nronerlvy supervised vard labor can 
aecomplish work of this kind in navy yards cheaper than 
it can be done hv contract, and also shows that construc- 
tion work of this character should he supervised by 
technical officers trained in such work.” 





Again the Government finds itself compelled to have 
recourse to foreign bottoms in which to ship coal to the 
Pacific from the Atlantic coast. More than 125,000 tons 
of bituminous coal is to be transported around the Horn. 
of which about one-half will go to Manila. about 50,000 
tons to Honolulu and the remainder to the Bremerton 
Navy Yard, Wash. The shins will take on coal for these 
voyages at Baltimore. Norfolk or Newport News, and the 
indications are the first cargo will be started at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year. All this fuel will be for the 
use of naval vessels and other government ships. We 
supnose that the engaging of foreign ships for the purposes 
of this transportation will stir up American shippers as 
it has in the recent past. but no explanation will be 
given of any other course the Department should take.in 
view of the scarcity of American ships for coal-carrying 
nurposes at the prices under the law governing the award- 
ing of contracts. 


The small wits of the press have found abundant 
material for joviality in the suggestion of one of our

Reports from Panama indicate that there may be a 
change in the handling of subsistence matters in that 
section. No officer of the Subsistence Department, U.S.A.. 
now has charge of subsistence in the Canal Zone, all such 


matters being under a former subsistence officer in the 
U.S. Volunteers. It will be recalled that in the beginning 
of government control there in the matter of subsistence 
the Subsistence Department of the Army was ready to 
detail one of its men to act as assistant to the officer in 
charge of the New York office, the belief being that the 
New York office could purchase all the supplies needed. 
However, the Canal Commission thought it should have 
its own representative to buy its supplies direct. Agrec- 
ment could not be reached along those lines, and the 
Commission was permitted to go ahead as it had planned. 
Now. it is understood, there has been talk of late on 
the Isthmus of changing the system so as to conform 
to the original scheme of the Subsistence Department.

Lieut. N. Shirase, of the Japanese army reserve, is 
organizing a South Pole expedition, and hopes to start at 
the end of July or the beginning of August in a 150-ton 
schooner, with auxiliary engines and a crew of fifteen. 
His proposed route is to Edward VII. Bay, and thence 
by sleigh toward the pole. He will take fifteen sleighs and 
Manchurian ponies. Lieutenant Shirase is a seasoned 
traveler. He is the sole survivor of Lieutenant Gunji's 
Kurile expedition of 1893. He spent a year among the 
Eskimos in Alaska twelve years ago. According to a 
recent issue of the Journal of the Berlin Geographical 
Society, the projected German Antarctic expedition under 
command of Lieutenant Filchner will most likely be ready 
for departure by October of this year. The enterprise 
will be financed by private subscription, not an exceed- 
ingly difficult matter when it is known that both the 
German Emperor and the aged Prince Regent of Bavaria 
are giving the cause support. One member of the society, 
who elects to remain unknown, has already contributed 
$75,000 to the fund.

The announcement in the papers a few days ago that

The ease with 
which oi] may be transferred from ship to ship at sea 
by means of a cable-supported pipe line is another advan- 
tage which should be added to those already mentioned.”

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THE ARMY MEDICAL SCHOOL. 


Officers of the Army Medical Schoo] began moving last 
week out of the old crowded and uncomfortable quarters 
in the Army Medical Museum and Library Building, in 
Washington, to the new quarters in the large building 
known formerly as the Builders’ Exchange, No. 721 
Thirteenth street, Northwest, between G street and New 
York avenue. The school will occupy five floors of the 
pbuilding, beginning on the second floor, which will have 
the administrative offices, the lecture hall and the locker 
and darkrooms. The lecture hall will be thirty-three by 
sixty feet. The chief feature of the floor above, the third 
story, is the chemical laboratory, sixty by fifty-five feet. 
On the floor above this, the fourth, is the bacteriological 
laboratory, of about the same size as the laboratory of 
the chemists below. About sixty students can work at 
onee in each of these laboratories. Four days will be 
given to bacteriological work and two to chemistry 
laboratory work. The fifth floor will be given over to 
Major Frederick F'. Russell, who is the expert in typhoid 
vaecination and allied studies. Here five rooms will be 
used by him and his assistants and clerks. On the sixth 
floor the most striking feature is the large room to be 
devoted to operative surgery. This room is thirty-six by 
thirty feet. On this floor, too, will be the apparatus for 
the taking of X-ray photographs. 

It is impossible to tell now how large will be the class 
that will enter in the fall, as the closing of the interne- 
ships in the cities of the country takes place in July, and 
from this body of physicians are expected to. come many 
recruits. There is military snap and precision in the 
administration of this school that should commend it to 
the ambitious and conscientious young medical student, 
as one may judge from this extract from the ‘“memoran- 
dum for the information and guidance of students”: “The 
purpose of the Army Medical School is to train in such 
subjects as are appropriate to the duties which a medical 
officer of the Army is ordinarily called upon to perform. 
Students will, therefore, remember that they are under 
orders from the Secretary of War. A perfunctory per- 
formance of duty, carelessness or indolence will not be 
tolerated. In this connection attention is invited to the 
62d Article of War.” 

This moving into a building adapted to the needs of 
the school marks an era in its history, and gives promise 
of establishing for it a rank second to none in post- 
graduate surgery and medical research. The Army 
Medical School was established pursuant to G.O., dated 
A.G.O., June 24, 1893. The school was then located where 
it has been up to the present time—the Army Medical 
Museum Building, Seventh and B streets, Southwest. The 
first session of the schoo] began Oct. 1, 1893, and lasted 
four months, with a faculty of four professors. Three 
professorships dealt, respectively, with military surgery, 
including the care and transportation of the wounded; 
with military hygiene, including practical instruction in 
the examination of air, water, food and clothing from a 
sanitary point of view, and with clinical and sanitary 
microscopy. including bacteriology and urinology. In 
addition, the president of the faculty gave a course of 
lectures on the duties of medical officers in war and peace, 
including property responsibility, examination of recruits, 
certificates of disability, reports, rights and privileges and 
customs of the Service. There had been one attempt 
years before to launch such a school, but it had failed. 
In 18623 the War Department took up the matter, and 
went so far as to appoint a surgeon in the Volunteers to 
make an address at the inauguration of the school, but 
for some reason that has never been given, probably the 
engrossing nature of the Civil War and the demands it 
made ypon military medical talent, nothing was done. 

The present school held continuous sessions till the 
Spanish War came along, and then for the four years— 
1898 to 1902—-there were no sessions, but there is little 
doubt that the experiences and lessons of that war more 
than made up for the absence of regular class studies. 
Out of the Philippine and Cuban service have come 
medical officers of the Army who have bestowed vast 
benefits upon mankind and have added largely to the store 
of knowledge, especially in the matter of tropical disease. 
In the beginning of the school the student officers were 
the recently commissioned first lieutenants of the Medical 
Corps. ‘Lhe plan of first commissioning the officer and 
then assigning him to the school was not satisfactory. 
The students did uot show the zeal for class standing 
that prompts students in other institutions while working 
for diplomas. Recent legislation has made it possible to 
assign approved candidates to the schoo] with the rank of 
first lieutenant in the Medical Reserve Corps, a position 
whose terure may be terminated by the Secretary of War 
at any time. The officer is not regularly commissioned 
until he has passed a satisfactory examination at the end 
of the school term, which now lasts from October to 
May. The class of 1909-10 numbered fifty-seven. Instead 
of the limited curriculum of 1893 we now find the follow- 
ing broad and satisfactory list of subjects upon which 
instruction is given: Duties of medical officers, medical 
department administration and customs of the Service; 
clinical microscopy and bacteriology, military hygiene, 
military surgery, military and tropical medicine, sanitary 
chemistry, Hospital Corps drill and field work, operative 
surgery, ophthalmology and optometry, X-ray work. 

Discussing the work outlined for the military surgeon, 
Col. Louis A. La Garde, president of the Army Medical 
School, says: “Paradoxical as it may sound, the Army 
medica] officer has a function of far greater importance 
to the State than that of treating sick and wounded 
soldiers. The efficiency of an army is in keeping with 
the fitness of its men to do laborious work at all times 
and in all climates. The more fit each individual unit is 
made to endure hardship and resist disease, the more 
valuable he becomes as a soldier.” The Army Medical 
School is principally concerned in (1) teaching the student 
officers how to select fit men for the military service, (2) 
how to conserve the health and build the resistance of 
these men to the highest state of efficiency, and (3) how 
to prevent disease influences from destroying their effi- 
ciency. 

Colonel La Garde points out that some of the greatest 
discoveries in the causation and prevention of disease 
made in recent years have come from Army surgeons such 
as Surg. Alphonse Laveran, of the French army, who in 
1880 discovered the malarial parasite in the blood of 
man; Major Donald Ross, of the British army medical 
service, who discovered the connection between malaria 
and the anopheles mosquito in 1896; Major Walter Reed 
and Acting Asst. Surgs. James Carroll, Jesse W. Lazear 
and Aristides Agramonte, U.S.A., who in 1900 discovered 
that the stegomyia mosquito transmitted yellow fever; 
Surg. Gen. George M. Sternberg, who in 1880, discovered 





that the diplococus lanceolatus pneumonize was the cause 
of croupous pneumonia; Major Bailey K. Ashford, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., who discovered that the tropical anemia 
of the Porto Ricans was due to the hookworm, and opened 
up to the gaze of the scientific world the possibility of 
regenerating thousands of men and women and giving 
them powers of full virility by eradicating from their 
systems the enervating hookworm; Capt, Clarence Le R. 
Cole, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who discovered the American 
species of the hookworm among the natives of the Philip- 
pines; Major Perey M. Ashburn and Capt. C. F. Craig, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., who discovered a new species of 
human filaria, Filaria Philippinensis; Sir E. Wright, late 
professor of pathology in the British Army Medical 
School; who discovered the efficacy of anti-typhoid vacci- 
nation. Of these discoverers, Major Ashford and Captain 
Cole are graduates of the Army Medical School of the 
United States. Of the value of such schools, Colonel La 
Garde says: “It is not exaggeration to say that the cost 
of maintenance of schools like our Army Medical School 
is a bagatelle compared to the reward which the outlay 
brings—benefits which in the end cannot be estimated 
when compared to any amount of material treasure. The 
epoch-making discoveries in yellow fever, malaria and 
ankylostomiasis alone vouch for the truth of this state- 
ment.’ 

The present building will be occupied by the School 
until such time as it can move into a permanent home, 
the site of which has already been selected near the 
Wulter Reed General Hospital, and the building of which 
waits only upon the appropriation by Congress. 
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CORPS OF ENGINEERS AND ITS CHIEFS. 
THE NEW CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 

Col. William H. Bixby, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., who 
succeeded Brig. Gen. William H. Marshall as Chief 
of Engineers with the rank of brigadier general on 
June 11, 1910, and whose nomination was _ con- 
firmed by the Senate on June 10, is one of the Army’s 
most .capable Engineer officers. General Bixby was 
born at Charlestown, Mass., in December, 1849, and 
will be retired for age in December, 1913. He was 
graduated from West Point in 1873,.No. 1 in the class, as 
a second lieutenant, and assigned to the Corps of En- 
gineers. During his thirty-seven years’ active connection 
with the Army he has rendered the most efficient service 
in connection with many important engineering projects. 
His first duty after graduation was with the Engineer 
Battalion at Willets Point, N.Y., and he was next at 
West Point as assistant professor of engineering from 
August, 1875, to August, 1877, and as principal assistant 
professor to Aug. 28, 1879. From there he was assigned 
to professional duty in Europe, where he remained until 
July, 1882, examining the use of iron for fortification 
purposes in France, Belgium, Holland, Germany and 
England. Among other subsequent duty he had charge of 
various river and harbor improvements in Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, examined and reported upon the 
stability of buildings injured by Charleston earthquake 
in 1886. General Bixby was in charge of river, harbor 
and fortification work in southern Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and eastern Connecticut; was in charge of* the 
improvements of the entire Ohio River and its tributaries 
from Pittsburg to Cincinnati. He was division Engineer 
of the Northwest Division, with headquarters at Chicago, 
1995-08, and president of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion since March, 1908. He was a member of the Army 
board on Portland and slag cements in 1899, and of many 
other river, harbor, bridge and Engineer special boards. 
He was United States lighthouse engineer from 1895 to 
1901 and United States lighthouse inspector in 1898 and 
1899. He was decorated with the Order of the Legion of 
Honor after attending the maneuvers of the French army 
in 1880. He was with the National Waterways Commis- 
sion on a trip through Europe from July to September, 
1909, and previous to his appointment as Chief of 
Engineers was Division Engineer of the Western 
Division, with headquarters at St. Louis, Mo. 
He is a member of the American Society_of_ Civil 
Engineers, American Society of Mechanical Engineers, 
the British Association of Civil] Engineers and the French 
Society of Civil Engineers, the U.S. Naval Institute, U.S. 
Military Service Institution, National Geographic Society, 
Washington Academy of Sciences, the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, British Association 
for the Advancement of Science, American Society for 
the Promotion of Engineering Education, American 
Economie Association, American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, and the International Congress of 
Navigation. General Bixby assumed charge of his new 
office on June 11. Lieut. Col. Edward Burr, formerly 
stationed at Boston, will be the principal assistant to the 
new Chief of Engineers, having relieved Col. F. V. Abbot 
of that office. 

During his thirty-seven years of efficient service in the 
Army General Bixby has been connected with many im- 
portant engineering projects in Chicago, Detroit and St. 
Louis and in Southern and Western states. In 1887 he 
made a special study of the effect on buildings, etc., of 
the earthquake at Charleston, S.C., in that year. As an 
engineering expert he was chosen to accompany the special 
Congress commission on an inspection tour of the principal 
waterways of Europe. He also attended the maneuvers 
of the French army several years ago as the representa- 
tive of the U.S. Army. For many years General Bixby 
was identified with the improvement of the Mississippi 
River, and was recently stationed at St. Louis and was 
president of the Mississippi River Commission. 

Some months ago, after a board of Engineers had made 
a report on the project of a deep waterway from the 
Lakes to the Gulf, a great uproar was made by certain 
commercial bodies along the lower Mississippi, who 
believed, or thought they believed, that the Engineers had 
gone out of their way to give a black eye to the project. 
They took especial exception to the part of the report in 
which it was said that such a waterway would never be 
financially successful, and demanded to know by what 
right the Engineers had passed upon the commercial 
feasibility of such a channel, instead of confining their 
attention solely to the engineering aspects of the water- 
way. Colonel Bixby called the attention of the indignant 
hoards of trade, chambers of commerce, etec., to the word- 
ing of the Act of Congress under which the board made 
its examination and submitted its report, ‘and.’ which 
specifically called for an expression from the Engineers 
as to the commercial value of such a, waterway. Although 
some very bitter language had. been used by these com- 
mercial organizations against the Engineers, we have yet 
to learn that after Colonel Bixby pointed out’ their error 





to them they ever adopted resolutions of apology or regret 
at their hasty and intemperate utterances. 


RETIRING CHIEF AND HIS PREDECESSORS. 


Brig. Gen. William L. Marshall, Chief of Hngineers, 
U.S.A., who was retired for age on June 11, 1910, is one 
of the ablest officers in the Corps, which he has amply 
demonstrated during his service. He was born in Ken- 
tucky June 11, 1846, and during the Civil War served as 
a private.when sixteen years old in the 10th Kentucky 
Cavalry from Aug. 16, 1862, to Sept. 17, 1863. He was 
appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1864, and was 
graduated as a brevet second lieutenant of Engineers 


June 15, 1868. He was with the Engineer Battalion at 
Willets Point up to August, 1870, and was then detailed 
td the Military Academy as assistant professor of natural 
and experimental philosophy. Among other duties he was 
assistant engineer on Western explorations under the 
orders of Lieutenant Wheeler from July, 1872, to August, 
1876. He discovered Marshall Pass in the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the gold placers of Marshall Basin in San 
Miguel county, Colo., and they are named in his honor. 
He was under the orders of Captain King at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and at Rome, Ga., to May 10, 1881, and had 
charge of various important river and harbor improve- 
ments, including work on the Mississippi, and was in 
charge of harbor improvements in Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Illinois. He was a member of various boards on 
harbor and river improvements and was Engineer officer 
of the Division and Department of the Missouri from 
1890 to 1897. He was a member of boards of Engineers 
on bridges, harbors, locks, surveys, etc., from 1890 to 
1899. He was on duty in connection with the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, in charge of the Engineer section 
of the War Department exhibit, and was a member and 
president of a special commission of experts on the water 
supply of the city of Washington. He was also detailed 
to supervise the construction of all bridges for navigable 
waters of the United States within the limits of the 
Chicago district, 1890 to 1899, and he is the inventor of 
various types of automatic movable dams for river im- 
provement. From 1890 until 1900 he was in charge of the 
Hennepin Canal. From 1900 to 1908 in charge of defen- 
sive works at eastern and southern entrances to New York 
Harbor, the enlargement of Governors Island and various 
other improvements of channels, harbors and fortifications 
of New York. In July, 1908, he succeeded Gen. Alexander 
Mackenzie as Chief of Engineers, and has been on duty 
at the War Department since that date. In 1886 he 
married Miss Elizabeth H. Colquitt, daughter of the late 
Senator Colquitt, ef Georgia. Gen. and Mrs. Marshall 
have not arranged their plans for the future beyond a 
decision to retain their present residence in Washington 
until October next. General Marshall has been named 
as a successor to F. H. Newell as director of the Reclama- 
tion Service, but it is understood that his inclinations 
do not run that way, as he realizes the many interests 
with which that service is likely to come into conflict. 

Since the termination, in 1864, of General Totten’s 
period of twenty-five years’ service at the head of the 
Corps of Engineers we have had twelve Chiefs of En- 
gineers previous to General Bixby, with periods of service 
averaging a little over four years, the longest being 
General Casey’s service of nearly seven years. The list 
from the beginning presents a distinguished array of 
names, including Jonathan Williams, Charles Gratiot, 
J. G. Swift, J. G. Totten, Richard Delafield, A. A. 
Humphreys, Henry LL. Abbot, John Newton, James C. 
Duane, Thomas L, Casey, William P. Craighill, John M. 
Wilson, George L. Gillespie, Alexander Mackenzie and 
W. L. Marshall. Gratiot, after a service of over ten 
years (1828-1838), was unfortunate enough to become in- 
volved in a difficulty with President Van Buren, who took 
advantage of his prerogative and summarily dismissed him 
from the Army, and though, in a memorial to the Senate, 
General Gratiot made clear his innocence of the offense 
of embezzlement charged against him, he could not secure 
justice or his return to the Service. 

In addition to its strictly military work, the Corps of 
Engineers has been the pioneer in road building from the 
Appalachian Mountains to the Pacific coast; it has won 
international reputation by its contributions to scientific 
literature, and it has given to the Army some of its most 
illustrious generals. At the time of the Philadelphia 


~ centennial, thirty-four years ago, an octavo pamphlet of 


twenty-seven pages was required to merely catalog its 
publications, and more than one hundred volumes and 
thick pamphlets to include the professional and miscel- 
laneous works prepared under its auspices up to 1876.

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NEW FIELD SERVICE REGULATIONS. 


On page 1170, May 28, we gave the contents of the 
new Field Service Regulations. We add here a review 
of the various articles of the new regulations, which will 
be used for the first time in the maneuvers commencing 
in some of the departments on July 1. 

ARTICLE I. 

This article contains a statement (clear and concise) 
of the land forces of the United States and tables of 
organization for all the units, including staffs, that enter 
into the composition of our land forces on a war footing. 
The disappearance of the “corps” is to be noted, the 
“field army” having taken its place. The dropping of the 
corps organization was for the purpose of getting away 
from the staff now prescribed by law for that body, and 
to enable the War Department to create an Army com- 
mensurate with the work to be performed. The theory 
is that field armies will be created only as required, and 
will be given a composition required by the duties to be 
performed. Then, too, the modern division of about 
20,000 men practically takes the place of the old corps. 
The necessity for the latter has therefore ceased to exist, 
and an elasticity is given to armies in the field which 
they have not hitherto possessed. The creation of field 
armies has also given rise to another new feature, the 
“auxiliary division.” ‘The purpose of this organization 
is apparent; it is to remove from the combatant troops 
all impediments not continuously necessary, and to secure 
a unity of command among the “heavy units” that will 
ensure their being brought to the front when required. 

In this article and in that on the Service of Supply 
the functions of the line of communications have been 
elaborated and the duties of the commander made certain ; 
this with the object of relieving the commander of the 
field army of the necessity of devoting so much attention 
to his supplies, and enabling him to concentrate his 
energies on the strategical and tactical requirements at 
the front. 

In the “Details of Organization” the regiments and 
kindred units have been given a composition conforming 
(so far as practicable under the present laws) to the 
organization now being worked out for the future “mili- 
tary policy” of this country. The principal object has 
been to give to regimental and battalion headquarters 
such an organization as will render unnecessary the 
detailing of men away from the company units. The 
feature of orderlies (horseholders, etc.) at battalion and 
regimental headquarters will be recognized as a very de- 
sirable addition, as is also the addition of twenty-one 
“scouts” to the Infantry regiment. This latter feature 
gives the Infantry regiment an enlarged field of action, 
and renders unnecessary the frequent detailing of Cavalry 
for those duties that can now be performed by “scouts.” 
The organization of machine-gun companies and troops 
has been passed over, as it were, for the time being, for 
a new machine-gun will shortly be introduced into the 
Service. It is the intention ultimately to make the 
“troop” consist of ninety men, and to give each battalion 
and squadron a “trumpeter corporal.” 

For the first time in our military history a complete 
organization has been given the transportation that 
belongs to a division. Officers that have béen called upon 
to solve problems connected with transportation will 
appreciate the value of the tables that have been so care- 
fully worked out. They will also appreciate the new 
feature which will be recognized in the “commander of 
trains.” This official now secures a chain of line com- 
manders from the front back to the base of operations. 

ARTICLE 2. 

This article contains clear and concise rules concern- 
ing the important subject of “information.” The salient 
new feature elaborated here is the function of independent 
Cavalry. It now appears that the principal duty of such 
Cavalry on reconnoitering duty is to defeat the hostile 
cavalry and locate the enemy’s main body. Heretofore it 
has been considered that the main duty of this Cavalry 
was to screen its own Army. In other words, its duty 
is now active, instead of passive. Section 59 is a valuable 
addition to our regulations, and it is hoped that future 
map makers will conform. thereto.

possess 
historians will no doubt be thankful for the requirements 
of Article 60, making elaborate war diaries necessary. 

It will be noted that “Information” has been separated 


from “Security” by inserting the article on “Orders” 
between the two. is was evidently done with the 
object of calling attention to the fact that while informa- 
tion is necessary in the service of security, that is not 
its only, nor, indeed, its principal use. In fact, before 
security becomes necessary the commander must have 
information to enable him to formulate a plan of action. 
ARTICLE 3. 

Article 3 is to be noted for its clearness and simplicity. 
Section 84 contains the raison d’étre of field orders. To 
enable the will of the commander to be quickly under- 
stood, and to secure prompt co-operation among his 
subordinates, field orders are required to follow a general 
form. We are gratified at the adoption of the term 
“routine orders,” and are thankful that the authorities 
permitted “forms of orders” to be included in the Field 
Service Regulations. 

ARTICLE 4. 

We are also thankful for the simplicity of this article, 
all forms of security, whether advance guards, flank 
guards, rear guards, or outposts, following the same gen- 
eral principles—advance cavalry, support or supports. 
reserve—the support or supports furnishing the observa- 


tion groups. . In advance guards these observation groups - 


are the advance party and its patrols; in rear guards 
they are the rear party and its patrols; in outposts they 
are the outguards (stationary patrols), supplemented by 
patrols sent out from the supports. The ease with 
which outposts can be formed must be noted. It is like 
the old cossack post system, the only one we ever used 
in practice. We commend also Section 140, particularly 
that part which says that “when once in position, the 
fractions of an outpost, except sentinels and patrols, are 
not relieved, as a rule, during their tour, unless on duty 
longer than twenty-four hours. We all remember how 
difficult it was to relieve the parts of an outpost under 
the old regulations, where sentinels, pickets, supports and 
reserves were required. It resulted in keeping all the 
men awake most of the night. 

Under “general principles” in Article 5 we note the 
following: Troops are informed of the length of halts so 
that they can take full advantage of the same. The men 
are not kept under arms longer than necessary, nor re- 
quired to carry heavy burdens when transportation is 
available. In prolonged marches at least one day in seven 
should be a day of rest. A forced march is never under- 
taken unless the situation requires it. Also the principles 
laid down in Section 156 for practice marches. The rules 
for forced marches have also been made clear. 

Under Article 6—Shelter—we note the careful atten- 
tion paid to the quartering of troops in public or private 
buildings, and to the “care of troops.’ The forms of 
camps are models of simplicity and can be readily remem- 
bered. We suppose that the pyramid tent will be issued 
before the regulations shall have become hoary with age. 


ARTICLES 7 AND 8.—THE SERVICE OF SuPPLY AND TRANS- 
PORTATION. 

These two articles really belong to one subject and 
could be treated under one article. In these two articles 
we note that the functions of the several trains belong- 
ing to a division, viz., the field, combat, ammunition and 
supply trains, have been carefully elaborated. In Section 
202 we also note the attempt to recruit our armies by 
requiring reserves of men to be held at or near the base 
of operations. to be forwarded as circumstances render 
necessary. We hope this will be successful and that we 
have seen the last of the political method of recruitment 
which prevailed in the war between the States. Sec- 
tion 198 gives careful rules covering the subject of requi- 
sition as outlined in the Second Peace Conference, 1907. 
We also note with interest the principles laid down in 
regard to officers’ messes laid down in Section 215. The 
difficult subject of ammunition supply seems to be quite 
satisfactorily treated. In Section 230—Transportation— 
we notice an attempt to impose reasonable limitations 
upon the amount of baggage that may be carried by offi- 
cers. From our personal experience we must state that 
we are from Missouri so far as expecting this regula- 
tion to be strictly followed. Feather beds are very com- 
fortable at times. 

ARTICLE 9.—CoMBAT. 

This article is an admirable presentation of a very 
difficult subject, and the rules laid down are those de- 
duced from modern warfare, with sufficient elasticity to 
permit the necessary changes. The rules prescribed for 
the decisive attack would seem to indicate that the 
normal formations prescribed in our Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations are somewhat obsolete and therefore dangerous. 

ArTIcLE 10.—THE SANITARY SERVICE. 

This article is a clear and concise statement of the 
functions of sanitary troops in the field, and includes a 
copy of the International Red Cross Convention. 

ARTICLE 11.—THE LAwS OF War. 

This article contains the rules of war laid down by the 
Second Hague Peace Conference of 1907. It is to be 
noted that the rules of war contained in General Orders 
No. 100, 1863, are left in force, except where they are 
contrary to, or covered by, these new rules. 

We welcome the appendices. They furnish officers a 
ready reference where much information can be found 
—_ otherwise could be obtained only with great diffi- 
culty. 

The language of the regulations is clear, brief and 
without ambiguity. At the same time the regulations are 
given an elasticity that will enable the commander to 
adapt himself to almost any situation. In fact, the regu- 
lations are written as a guide for line officers, particularly 
commanders, from the highest to the lowest. and are de- 
vised to assist and not to impede proper military action 
in the field. It will be noticed that the regulations fol- 
low the order of events that naturally develop in the field. 
This will enable them to be quickly learned and logically 
applied. 

This new book is mainly the work of Major Daniel 
H. Boughton, General Staff, but in its composition he 
has invited the whole Army to his assistance, and has 
welcomed criticisms and suggestions from anyone taking 
enough interest to make them. All criticisms and sug- 
gestions have been carefully considered and the fina] work 
reviewed by a committee of the General Staff, consisting 
of officers from all arms of the Service. 

REGULATIONS FOR FIELD MANEUVERS. 

It was at first intended to make these regulations a 
separate article of the Field Service Regulations, but at 
the last moment it was decided to publish them in a sepa- 
rate pamphlet. In these regulations we note that the 
duties of umpires are made plain, and are based upon 
the supposition that umpires take the place of bullets 


and projectiles in actual war; that is, their decisions 
will tend to make the exercise develop as _ operations 
would develop in actual war. This has logically led to 
what is called the “central station” method of umpiring 
where the chief umpire and his assistants regulate the 
development of events substantially as in the “war game,” 
or maneuvers on the map.

POWERS OF A POST COMMANDER. 


The Judge Advocate General of the Army has gone 
very fully into the question of the right of a command- 
ing officer of a post to transfer an officer from one troop 
to another, and to deny an officer the privilege of leaving 
the post. One squadron of the 15th Cavalry, the head- 
quarters of which are at Fort Myer, Va., is stationed at 
Fort Sheridan, Ill. The commanding officer at Fort 
Sheridan is Col. W. L. Pitcher, 27th Inf. First Lieut. 
Richard B. Going, 15th Cav., was commanding Troop L, 
15th Cavy., stationed at Fort Sheridan. Colonel Pitcher, 
his post commander, deemed that Lieutenant Going was 
not properly commanding his troop and therefore relieved 
him from duty with Troop L and assigned him to Troop 
M, 15th Cav., also stationed at Fort Sheridan, at the 
same time depriving him of the privilege of leaving the 
limits of the post for one month. It seems that all other 
officers at the post have the privilege of absenting them- 
selves from the post at such times as they may desire 
upon registering their names, except that junior officers 
of companies must first obtain the permission of their 
company commander. 


Lieutenant Going appealed from the action of the post 
commander in depriving him of the privilege of leaving 
the post, on the ground that the post commander had im- 
posed a punishment upon him. The matter was thor- 
oughly investigated by the commanding general of the De- 
partment of the Lakes, and the action of the post com- 
mander was upheld. The commanding officer of the 15th 
Cavalry, Col. Joseph Garrard, stationed at Fort Myer, 
has now taken up the matter and has requested decisions 
as to the right to transfer and to confine an officer to a 
post without giving that officer an opportunity to be tried 
by a court-martial. As to the question of transfer, the 
Judge Advocate General, quotes the words of Par. 263, 
Army Regulations, as follows: “In the absence of all the 
officers of a company, the post commander will assign an 
officer, preferably of the same regiment, to its command. 
If there be no officer available the fact will be reported 
to the department commander.” The Judge Advocate 
General proceeds to say that “this paragraph is appar- 
ently interpreted to mean that a post commander cannot 
relieve an officer from duty with a company of his own 
regiment and assign him to duty with another company in 
any case except the one mentioned in Par. 263, that is, 
in the case where there are no officers present with the 
second company. Such an interpretation is equivalent 
to saying that this paragraph contains a grant of author- 
ity to the post commander, and that all the conditions of 
the grant are stated in the paragraph. In other words, 
that only in the case mentioned in the paragraph can a 
post commander take an officer from one company and 
assign him to another. But Par. 263 is not a grant of 
authority. It is an absolute command. It orders a post 
commander under certain conditions to take a certain ac- 
tion. There are no words forbidding him to take the 
same action if he deems it best under other conditions. 

“Whether he will relieve an officer from the command 
of his company under other conditions is left to the post 
commander’s discretion; it is not mandatory. To make 
the case more concrete Par. 263 provides that if all the 
officers of a company are absent the post commander 
shall assign an officer to command, he shail not permit a 
non-commissioned officer to command, but the paragraph 
does not forbid the post commander to relieve an officer 
from the command of a company and temporarily assign 
him to the command of another company with which there 
are officers present. In the latter contingency there is 
fh discretion given to the post commander. Further- 
more, there is no other regulation, and there is no policy 
or custom known which forbids a post commander tempo- 
rarily to relieve an officer and so assign him. 

“Looking at the case from another point of view, there 
are many cases which can easily be imagined where it is 
manifest that someone should be vested with authority 
to temporarily relieve an officer from the command of any 
company whatever at a post and place him in another 
company, even in one which has officers already serving 
with it. The post commander seems to be the most natural 
officer to exercise this authority. The officer relieved is 
under his immediate command, and the post commander 
would be expected to be acquainted with the facts render- 
ing it necessary to relieve a subordinate. The post com- 
mander is vested with a large responsibility, and he 
should have a large discretion. Suppose the power were 
lodged elsewhere. A clash of authority might result, the 
post commander desiring to have an officer relieved, and 
the person vested with the authority not desiring it and 
refusing to take the requisite action. The power has not 
been, in words, lodged in the regimental commander, or 
elsewhere, and, to this office, its exercise seems to be 
quite necessary for the post commander.” The Judge 
Advocate General thereupon decides that the post com- 
mander has the right to make the transfer. 

Regarding the right of the post commander to deny an 
officer the privilege to leave the limits of the post, quot- 
ing Par. 961, Army Regulations, the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral says: “The first sentence of Par. 961 seems broad 
enough to include derelictions of duty by officers as well 
as by enlisted men, and. if so, it would be ample authority 
for withholding from Lieutenant Going the privilege of 
absenting himself from the post as a means of preventing 
further derelictions of duty on his part. But the second 
sentence manifestly applies only to enlisted men, and the 
third sentence, containing the words, ‘This right to de- 
mand a trial must be made known to him,’ refers, in 
the opinion of this office, only to the provisions contained 
in the second sentence. It is not a limitation on the 
rule stated in the first sentence. If the first sentence of 
Par. 961 be construed as referring only to enlisted men. 
then that paragraph does not expressly apply to Lieuten- 
ant Going’s case at all, and the only question would be 
whether the commanding officer of a post, in the absence 
of regulation, could discipline an officer of his post by 
denying him a privilege without giving the officer the 
right to demand a trial. In the opinion of this office he 
could. The fact that company commanders are _pre- 
vented from depriving soldiers of privileges without giv- 
ing them the right to demand trial cannot be considered 
as establishing a policy which would extend to officers’ 
eases. The two cases are quite different. It is weil 
known that entirely different rules are frequently applied 
to officers and soldiers.” The Judge Advocate General 
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thereupon decides that a post commander has the right 
summarily to confine an officer to the limits of the post 
for a specified time. 
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“3 PHILIPPINE NOTES. 


Brig. Gen. Daniel H. Brush, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the Visayas, who was interviewed by a 
representative of the Iloilo Enterprise, is quoted in that 
paper as saying that he did not think it probable that the 
contemplated abolishment of the department and the 
handling of the affairs of the troops now stationed there 
from Manila was contemplated by the military authorities. 
He said, however, that he did not care to discuss the 
matter at length, as it was in the hands of higher 
authority. . 

Mail advices from Manila, P.I., under date of April 28 
last, state that Camp Bumpus, Tacloban, Leyte, will not 
be abandoned, but will be reduced in size. The division 
commander, Major General Duvall, U.S.A., has decided 
that, owing to the impossibility of making satisfactory 
arrangements with the owners of some of the land at 
present occupied by Camp Bumpus, the military will give 
up a large part of the camp and reduce the garrison at 
that place. The Army post at Cebu will be correspond- 
ingly enlarged and more troops stationed there than 
formerly. The military authorities have been puzzled for 
some time as to the manner in which they could keep a 
military garrison at Tacloban and evade the squabbles 
with native landowners which have constantly arisen in 
the past. As the military owns about thirteen acres 
of the present camp all the main offices and several of the 
quarters will be removed to this ground, and other offices 
will be erected on an adjoining site belonging to Macleod 
and Company. This ground has been leased from Macleod 
and Company as it is the most desirable from every 
military standpoint, and there will not be the constant 
questions regarding the payments to different owners. 

A brilliant social event at Warwick Barracks, in the 
far-away island of Cebu, P.I., 450 miles from Manila, was 
the reception given there on April 22 last by the officers 
and ladies of Companies FE, F, G, H, 19th U.S. Infantry, 
stationed at that place. The dance was held at the 
quarters of Capt. John Howard, 19th Inf., and for the 
occasion this handsome and capacious casa was entirely 
thrown open. The arrangements indicated experience and 
tact. Dancing took place in the long hall at the rear, 
but mainly in the large square entrance sala, where the 
musicians occupied one corner—readily heard, yet not 
intruding upon the circle of those tripping the “light 
fantastic.” Upon one side of this room, between the 
great vases of Satsuma which belong to the casa, with 
great ingenuity a bivonac fire had been arranged. Crossed 
bayonets supported a kettle, supposedly steaming over 
glowing coals, the suggestion of a fire being aptly con- 
veyed by a red electric light shining through a design in 
pasteboard. Punch was served in a side room, and pres- 
ently a most excellent supper, chicken salad, delicious 
sandwiches and coffee. The garden and azotea would 
both have been used if an untimely rain had not prevented. 
The Governor, the municipal president and the secretary 
to the municipal board, with their respective consorts, 
were among the guests. Invitations had been extended 
to the U.S. Club and to all who had made themselves 
known to the 19th since its arrival in Cebu. At a little 
before one o’clock a waltz was danced to the air of 
“Home, Sweet Home,” indicating the finale of one of the 
most enjoyable dance programs presented in Cebu. The 
Cebu Chronicle, in speaking of the event, says editorially : 
“The reception given by the officers and ladies of the 2d 
Battalion of the 19th Infantry to the civilians of Cebu 
marks a precedent in the social history of the American 
Army in Cebu. The charge has often been made in the 
past by civilians that the Army people never made any 
attempt to establish between themselves and the civilian 
population a more intimate intercourse, and, as a eonse- 
quence, the officers and ladies on one side and the civilians 
on the other side have formed two distinct social groups. 
The attempt made by Captain Howard to remove the 
barrier was successful, and were the 2d Battalion of 
the 19th to remain in Cebu a perfect understanding would 
prevail between the garrison and the civilians.” 

The Navy in the Philippines is represented by a 
monthly magazine called The Service, published at the 
Cavite Naval Station, and now the Military Digest 
appears at Fort McKinley, P.I., as a representative of 
the Army, its first number being dated Saturday, May 7, 
1910. It reports that the marines knocked the soldiers 
out with a score of 8-5 in a game of baseball on Poco 
Field June 4. From the Digest we glean the following 
personal information, dated May 7: Capt. and Mrs. A. 
T. Smith, 12th Inf., are spending a couple of months in 
China, and the wife of Capt. Frederick G. Knabenshue 
is spending the hot season in Japan. The wives of 
Lieut. Roy A. Hill and Lieut. William O. Smith, 7th 
Inf., and the daughter of Major Henry J. Goldman, 12th 
Cav., have been visiting Baguio, the summer capital of 
the islands. Capt. Robert FE. L. Michie, 12th Cav., Capt. 
Paul T. Hayne, jr., 12th Cav., with his wife and son 
and his sister, Miss Hayne, have returned from a trip 
to the southern islands. Lieut. Col. John S. Mallory, 
recently promoted to the 11th Infantry, previous to leav- 
ing to join his new regiment at Fort D. A. Russell, was 
entertained at a smoker and despedida at the officers’ club. 
Chaplain Walter K. Lloyd, 2d F.A., wishes a transfer 
to some regiment serving in the States, owing to the 
illness of his son, Kenyon. 

From the Philippines comes an account of the. death 
of Corpl. Frank M. McBee, Battery B, Ist Field Art.. 
killed while at drill at Fort McKinley May 2. A 38-inch 
gun was overturned in a fast drill and fell upon him. 
Chaplain T. P. O’Keefe, 12th Cav., officiated at the 
funeral services, and the band of the 12th furnished the 
music. Fach regiment at Fort McKinley was represented 
at the funeral by a detail. 
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That it is suction and not impact that injures the ear 
in the case of the firing of big naval guns is the conten- 
tention of M. Ghastang, who in La Nature, of Paris, 
gives interesting facts with regard to artillery practice in 
the French navy. It seems that on the schoolship as 
many as from 700 to 1,000 charges are fired at a séance, 
presumably in rather quick succession. Thus an im- 
mense amount of gas generated by the combustion of the 
powder is produced, and this (in some way that does not 
appear clear to the New York Medical Journal) leads to 
such rarefaction of the air of the deck that it is suction 
instead of impact that injures the ear. The author finds 
support for this supposition in the fact that plugs of 
cotton inserted into the auditory canal are often found 
to have been wholly or in part withdrawn by the firing. 
He admits, however, that persons standing very close to 
the gun are injured by concussion, as has commonly been 
supposed. 














DEFECTS IN MACHINE-GUN PLATOONS. 

First Lieut. F. S. Bowen, 20th U.S. Inf., on duty in 
the Philippines, has made an important report to Major 
Gen. W. P. Duvall, U.S.A., commanding the Philippines 
Division, on the lack of efficiency of machine-gun platoons 
in the division. He found a great deal to criticise, and 
points out very plainly how the defects discovered may 
be remedied, and the report should result in some changes 
for the benefit of the machine-gun platoons. 

The machine-gun platoons of the following regiments 
were assembled: 3d, 4th, 7th, 12th, 14th, 20th and 23d 
Infantry, 1st, 12th and 13th Cavalry. The object of thus 
assembling the platoons was to have range practice and 
to ascertain: (a) the work which had been done by the 
platoons; (b) the relative efficiency of the same; (c) the 
views of the platoon commanders and other officers 
selected by their knowledge of matters pertaining to 
machine guns. We make the following extracts from the 
report: 

Practice was held as prescribed in G.O. No. 130, W.D., 
1909. Eighteen days were devoted to preliminary (in- 
struction) practice and eleven days to record practice. 
The preliminary practice consisted of the nine exercises 
prescribed in G.O. 130, W.D., 1909; estimating distance 
and locating targets as outlined in that order; range 
practice at ranges between 1,000 and 2,000 yards. 

It was presumed that all of this instruction had been 
given prior to the assembling of the platoons, but such 
was not the case. :G.O. No. 130 had not been read care- 
fully by some of the platoon commanders and the majority 
were ignorant of its requirements. 

Due to changes of station, lack of range facilities and 
recent*changes in the personnel of the platoons, there 
were many officers and men who were not well enough 
instructed to warrant proceeding with the record practice, 

In order to remedy these deficiencies as far as possible, 
and to allow the guns to be targeted at long and extreme 
ranges, as many days as could be spared (one-half day 
each) and as much latitude as possible was allowed 
platoon commanders for this instruction practice. : 

Some of the platoons had already expended all or a 
portion of their annual allowance of ammunition for 1909. 
In order to provide such platoons with ammunition to 
complete the course as prescribed an allotment of $400 
was made for this purpose. 

The record practice was carried on as prescribed in 
G.O. No. 180, W.D., 1909, except in some minor details 
where a deviation therefrom was deemed expedient by the 
officer in charge of the practice. 

These results do not indicate that the platoons are as 
efficient as they should be. While there is no standard 
with which such results might be compared, it is apparent 
that such machine-gun fire would not be effective. As it 
is known that a more effective fire can be delivered with 
these guns, the fact that these platoons failed to do so 
must be attributed to: (a) unsuitable personnel; (b) 
lack of instruction. 

Due to the fact that there is no well defined course of 
instruction prescribed which can be used as a guide, the 
officer in charge of a platoon must have the ability to 
devise a course of instruction, and to follow it out in 
such a way as to get practical results and to bring his 
platoon to such a degree of efficiency as to make of it a 
unit of recognized value. This calls for an officer pos- 
sessing certain naturai characteristics, among which are 
energy, initiative and good judgment. Added to these, 
he should be experienced in handling men and in impart- 
ing information to them. 

From the data at hand it is seen that these platoons, 
with but few exceptions, were commanded by officers of 
but short service. Some of these officers were inexperienced 
not only in the handling of men, but also in grappling 
with such a problem as was put before them. Some of 
the reports on the subject, if nothing else, would lead 
one to form an opinion that the officers making them 
either do not or cannot settle down to a systematic study 
of the matter. 

It is evident that the proper type of enlisted men is not 
obtained for this work, and, being experimental in its 
nature, the men who are engaged in it should all be 
selected men. 

Reports of the platoon commanders show that the en- 
listed personne] of these platoons is not of this type, and 
among the reasons to which the failure to obtain suitable 
men are attributed are: (a) reluctance on the part of 
company commanders in allowing their good men to be 
detailed; (b) reluctance on the part of such men to be 
so detailed. 

The attitude of a company commander toward giving 
up a number of good men is but natural for one who is 
interested in his own organization and wishes to do every- 
thing possible to promote its efficiency. 

The reluctance on the part of the men is attributed to 
the existing conditions as to the organization of these 
platoons, the most objectionable one being the joint 
jurisdiction of the company and platoon commanders. 

According to the provisions of G.O. 113, W.D., 1906, 
for the purposes of drill and instruction, these men are 
subject to the orders of the platoon commander. For all 
other purposes they are subject to the orders of their 
respective company commanders. 

The dividing line between the jurisdiction of these two 
officers is not well defined, and consequently there will, 
at some time or other, be a clash of authority, and as a 
rule the platoon commander, being the junior, will have 
to give way. Petty matters, such as kitchen police, other 
company fatigue, company punishment, etc., cause_con- 
flict in company administration and platoon work. These 
matters cause the platoon to lose caste, as it were, and 
prevent the fostering of an esprit in the platoon. 

Frequently a member of a platoon is made to feel that 
he is a nuisance about his company, and yet he has no 
organization on which to fall back—if he needs clothing 
or equipment he must apply at his company, and the 
chances are that he will be supplied after everyone else 
in that company on the ground that he belongs to the 
platoon and is no longer a member of the company. 

The method of appointing the non-commissioned officers 
of the platoon is sometimes cause of conflict. Each of the 
three must be a member of one of three companies—a 
non-commissioned officer may be detailed from a company 
for this duty, but this method is exceptional, as good 
non-commissioned officers do not want it and the platoon 
commander does‘not want a poor one. Consequently the 
extra non-commissioned officers must be appointed for 

this duty. One instance is cited in which a sergeant. 
detailed for dutv with a platoon, was utterly unsuited 
for the work. The platoon commander had no redress, 
so is using one of his corporals as an acting sergeant. 

Again, a company commander does not as a rule care 
to recommend a non-commissioned officer of a platoon 
for promotion in his company. If the non-commissioned 
officer is promoted the platoon loses his services. 

All of these conditions tend to keep men who are 


ambitious to become non-commissioned officers out of 
oe, pee. 

ome of the features of this platoon organization which 
tend to retard intelligent and goes ob poe in this 
work are so fixed by regulation and conditions at the 
stations cf many of the platoons that they cannot be 
overcome entirely. Much can be done, however, to 
eradicate some of these features entirely and to render 
others negligible by the co-operation of the commanding 
pias iF the company commanders and the platoon com-

MARINE CORPS RIFLE RANGE. 

The,new Marine Corps rifle range near Washington is 
now in operation, and will be used this year for qualifica- 
tions and the training of the team to represent the Marine 
Corps in the National Rifle Matches at Camp Perry. 
Unless one were familiar with the ground, the changes 
enn i pn made under the direction of Capt. 

Villiam C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., commandan 

be appreciated. “Stumph Neck” was ma ae 
euphonious name of a stretch of land lying some four 
miles down the Potomac from Indian Head. At the latter 
point are located the proving grounds for big guns beiong- 
ing to the Navy. The ground now acquired for the rifle 
range comprises about 1,100 acres, running east and 
west, with a width varying from 300 yards between th» 
Mattawoman and Chicamuxen creeks to about one mile 
at the eastern end. Because of a lack of appropriation 
almost all the work has been done by the Marine Corps 
officers and men, and during the winter they occupied 
tents fortified with log bases, or roughly constructed 
cabins. With the opening of spring the work was pushed 
until now the range is open for business, and in another 
year will be a model for a range of the size. The line of 
fire is in the same direction as the longer axis of the 
tract—from west to east. The administration building 
is located just outside the firing line for 1,000 and 1,200 
yards, so that from his office the commandant can survey 
the entire range. Firing houses will be erected at the 
several firing points, and, in addition to the usual equip- 
ment of telephones, offices, etc., will have commodious 
porches for the accommodation of visitors, who will thus 
be enabled to follow the firing throughout the matches. 
The first butts will contain fifty targets, the next thirty- 
seven, the next eleven, and the last fifty, the numbering 
being arranged and the butts so located that the numbers 
will in every case correspond. 

It was a gigantic task, with the limited appropriation 
and force available, to clear the heavy timber from the 
land and level it, but this has been accomplished, and the 
range has been sown in grass and oats to make a lawn. 
A large portion has been devoted to a garden, which will 
furnish fresh vegetables for the several messes, 

A*telephone system has been installed, which extends 
over the range, to the several buildings and to Washing- 
ton. In addition to qualifying as range builders, the 
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officers detailed have taken up the construction of good 
roads, farming and a number of other courses incidental 
to the work. The main range building is 100 by 50 feet, 
and contains a large storeroom, guardroom, police store- 
room, mess storeroom, armory storeroom and workshop 
and cleaning rack rooms. The upper floor contains the 
officers’ storeroom and living rooms for the enlisted men 
permanently detailed to the range. The attic has an 
indoor gallery, installed by Capt. K. K. V. Casey, Pa. 
N.G. An outdoor gallery is provided in a sheltered place 
in the woods. sor 

The mess hal] now accommodates 125 men at a sitting, 
but after July 1 a magazine will be built with quarters 
and mess hall to accommodate 500 men at a sitting. The 
post is equipped with an artesian well, which gives an 
ample water supply of excellent quality. Sewers are 
being constructed and the range is being thoroughly 
drained. : ¥ . 

As might be expected, the range is equipped with all 
the latest devices and appliances for developing the art 
of military rifle shooting. Rests will be built, at which 
all rifles will be tested, and none but those making satis- 
factory groups will be used. The range is flagged with 
6 by 25 pennants, neat range stakes have been put in 
position and permanent marking desks and score boards 
have been installed, as well as diagram blackboards of 
full size giving information regarding the dimensions of 
targets, full effect of change of sights and showing the 
effect of such changes. 

‘There is ample ground for the encampment of several 
thousand troops, and because of its accessibility to Wash- 
ington it is not improbable that some day the National 
Rifle Matches will be shot there. In the mean time 
matches will be arranged between the Marine Corps and 
the National Guard of the District of Columbia, Maryland 
and Virginia. and possibly other states nearby. , 

Captain Harllee will again be captain of the Marine 
Corps team, and Gunnery Sergeant Baptist will act as 
coach. The marines from New York, Washington, Phila- 
delphia and Norfolk will make their qualifications on the 
new range, and the team for National Matches will do 
its preliminary practice there.

WORK OF THE CAVALRY BOARD. 


The letter of the president of the Board on Cavalry 
Equipment, now sitting at Rock Island Arsenal, to the 
commanding officers of mounted organizations for sugges- 
tions on improvements, which follows here, should meet 
with a hearty response from al] Cavalry officers. It is 
twenty-six years since such a board met in that arm 
of the Service, and the work before it may be imagined 
from the fact that, as one officer has put it, the board 
has “several bushels of suggestions already,” which must 
he sifted out before it gets down to real constructive 
work. But this is not to say that the board has a 
sufficiency in this supply. Many of those suggestions 
have been accumulating and have a certain air of 
antiquity about them, making their prompt transit to 
ihe waste basket assured. More than a quarter of a 
century ago, when the last board met, it did its work in 
four months, but it is not likely that any record of speed 
will be made this time. The board is not seeking so much 
rapidity of work as completeness of inquiry and_thor- 
oughness of discussion. The president of the board very 
properly says that now is the chance for the Cavalry to 
rid the arm of the many disadvantages under which it 
has suffered for so many years. One of the most difficult 
problems which confronts the board is to devise, if pos- 
sible, a better method of carrying the rifle mounted in 
order to prevent swaying, and also to equalize the weights 
to he borne on opposite sides of the saddle. 

The following communication, whose contents have 
been summarized in our columns, has been sent to the 
commanding officer of every Cavalry organization: 

Cavalry Equipment Board, Rock Island Arsenal, 
June 1, 1910. 

Sir: Referring to the letter addressed to you April 18, 
1910, announcing the desire of the Cavalry Equipment 
Toard to receive any suggestions regarding equipment 
which might arise through the interest of the officers of 
your regiment in this subject, I have the honor to inform 
you that the board has completed its organization and 
entered into preliminary consideration of the problem 
hefere it. 

The board deems this an opportune time to emphasize 
the fact that it is earnestly seeking suggestions for the 
improvement of the Cavalry equipment and that free 
expression of opinion along this line will be appreciated 
by the beard. It is particularly desired that criticisms 
of the present equipment be accompanied by the critic’s 
ideas as to the specific remedy for the defect noted, and 
that the suggestion of new or improved equipment be 
ieeompanied, whenever possible, by models, samples, 
patterns, photographs, ete. 

Of the many problems before the board the question 
is to how the rifle shall be carried, mounted, presents 
many difficulties. Suggestions along this line are partic- 
ularly desired. 

The convening of this board presents to the Cavalry 
arm an opportunity to suggest an equipment which will 
eliminate as nearly as possible all existing disadvantages. 
To properly grasp this opportunity, enthusiastic, earnest 
and persistent effort on the part of all Cavalry officers 
is deemed essential. 'They are invited to correspond with 
the board freely and directly. It is requested that the 
contents of this letter he communicated to your officers, 
whose co-operation under your encouragement will be 
ereatly appreciated.

OLD AND NEW CHAPELS AT WEST POINT. 


The dedication on Sunday, June 12, of the new chapel 
at West Point was an interesting event in the history of 
the Military Academy. Imposing ads is the new struc- 
lacks the sacred memories and the hallowed 
associations which pertain to the humble building it re- 
places, but these will gather about it in time when the 
recollections of the old chapel are numbered with the 
traditions of academic life. 

The impressive services attending the closing of the 
old chapel were marred by the weather, rain cutting short 
the program at the most impressive portion of the ex- 
Only one verse of the hymn, ‘fhe Corps,” 
was sung, and Mr. Shipman’s address was necessarily 
omitted. In this address Mr, Shipman said: ‘Every 
year men and women by the thousand will visit West 
Point, and as the gray battalion moves across the plain 
they say, “hat is the Corps. But for the most part 
their eyes are sealed, that they may not see. They see 
only you; they do not see the silent, shadowy companies 
that march before you and have made you what you are. 
‘They do not realize that the Corps to-day is the outward 
and visible sign of a life continued and enduring, grow- 
ing and developing for a hundred years. ‘They do not 
realize, Tor the most part, the cgst,at which the stand- 
ards here were set and at wi “they are sustained. 
They do not realize that without} e standards, though 
there might be still some hun s of men parading 
ere with machine-like perfection, in gray and black and 
gold, the Corps, to those who really love and know it, 
would be dead and gone forever.” 

I’receded by the band, the Corps was marched to the 
space in front of the old chapel. The members of the 
Academic Board, and the other officers of the post as- 
sembled, while, despite the weather, a large crowd oc- 
cupied the seats assigned spectators on the other side 
of the roadway. The service consisted of ‘the recital of 
the Apostle’s Creed by the congregation, led by the 
chaplain, followed by prayer, and the singing of the 
Doxology, and one verse of the song, “The Corps,” which 
was to have been sung in publie for the first time. (On 
two other occasions it was sung during the service at 
Memorial Hall.) 

The door of the old chapel was then closed and locked 
by the Chaplain,.who gave the key to the Superintendent, 
who, in turn, gave it into the custody of the quarter- 
master, A salute was then fired in farewell to the old 
building, and the rain was not the only moisture bedew- 
ing the faces of the spectators. The cadets then formed 
in line, and the crowd followed, in vehicles and afoot, 
lo the new chapel on the steep hillside. 

lo the strains of “Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
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sung 
processional hymn, the procession passed slowly 
up the aisle. First came the color-bearers with the na- 
Uonal and corps flags, followed by the cadet choir, aug- 
inented by a number of choristers from New York. 

At the conclusion of the hymn, the congregation being 
seated, the official order of the Superintendent to dedi- 
cate the chapel wastread. Then followed the service of 
consecration.» At its conclusion the hymn “America” 
was sung. The Offertory Anthem was Schuhert’s “Great 
Is Jehovah.” After the Benediction, the Seven-Fold 


Amen (Stainer) was sung. The recessional hymn was 
“The Son of God Goes Foth to War.” 

Too much cannot be said in praise of the music, which 
was under the direction of Mr. W. Franke Harling, of 
Boston. The orchestra was trained by him, and his 
efforts were rewarded with a full measure of success. 

The Rev. Herbert Shipman, the Rey. Dr. Thomas, the 
Rey. Mr. Chorley, the Rey. Mr. Barron, the Rev. Mr. 
Huske, the Kev. Lyman Abbott, were among the clergymen 
present; the Rev. Mr. Shipman and the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
assisting Mr. Travers, who conducted the exercises. 

The program was printed at the U.S.M.A. Printing 
Office. It contains excellent photographs of the ex- 
terior and interior of the old chapel, and also the ex- 
terior of the new building, with the crest and shield 
of the Academy as decorations of the cover of the 
pamphlet. 

While the old chapel is coming down every stone will 
be marked, and the entire building—old pews, with their 
famous name plates; memorial tablets, and all—will be 
erected over again in the West Point Cemetery, there 
to be used as a mortuary chapel. 

Among those present were Gen. J. W. Barlow, of the 
class of ’56, the senior present; Brig. Gens. Ernest A. 
Garlington, James B. Aleshire, Henry C. Sharpe, W. 
LL. Dudley, W. P. Hall and Cols. Hugh L. Scott, Charles 
W. Larned, Samuel Tillman, Lotus Niles, Alexander 
Rodgers, W. A. Mann and Charles Clarke; Gen. Charles 
I’. Roe, N.G.N.Y.; Gen. Elbert Wheeler and Lieut. Col. 
Frederick Sibley. Other noted visitors were Andrew 
Jacksen Housten, of Beaumont, Texas, a son of “Sam” 
Houston; Miss Anne Warner, of Constitution Island; 
Mrs. H. M. Houston, of Philadelphia; Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott, and the Rey. Dr. W. R. Thomas. 

The new church is situated high on the hill overlook- 
ing the Hudson and is 420 feet above the river. The in- 
terior of the chapel is 72 feet wide and 200 feet long. 
The chancel window is 25 by 36 feet. There are twenty- 
seven large panels, with many life-size figures. In the 
chancel floor there is a heavy stone which opens to a 
flight of steps leading to the crypt below. This, with 
its huge arches and heavy vaults, is designed to be the 
last resting place for the military dead. In the base- 
ment of the chapel is a Sunday school hall, and in the 
corridor is another entrance to the crypt, closed with a 
heavy steel door with an elaborate lock. The foundation 
of the mammoth edifice was hewn from solid rock. The 
building has been a little more than a year in construc- 
tion. The chapel cost in the neighborhood of $800,000, 
and Congress at its present session appropriated $10,000 
for an organ to be installed later. 

The first baptism was performed in the new chapel 
immediately after the service of consecration last Sunday 
morning. The first wedding was held in the new edifice 
June 15, when Lieut. Robert W. Barr, of 1910, married 
Miss Emily Glasgow, of Clinton, Mo. The ceremony 
was performed by Rev. Herbert Shipman: 

Lieut. Daniel H. Torrey, of the graduating class, and 
Miss Alice IT. Buckey, of Washington, were married at 
St. we Church, in that city, on the 16th of the 
month. 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Members of the new class at the War College, Wash- 
ington, who will take the preliminary course are now 
arriving there. Those of the class who have taken the 
course at the Leavenworth Schoo] and the advanced course 
at Fort Monroe will not arrive till the middle of August, 
because of the change this year in the beginning of in- 
struction. Last year the preliminary instruction began 
Aug. 1, and the regular course on Nov. 1. This year the 
preliminary will begin July 1, and the regular Sept. 1. 

An experimental automobile surveying outfit in con- 
nection with the duties of engineer troops at maneuvers 
is to be tested at the camps at Gettysburg, Pa., and 
Pine Camp, N.Y., this summer. First Lieut. Harold C. 
Fiske, C.E., will have charge of the tests. 

The report of the Board on Infantry Equipment recom- 
mends that the following articles of ordnance stores be 
adopted as articles of Infantry equipment. The recom- 
mendation is concurred in by General Crozier, Chief of 
Ordnance. ‘These are the articles: 1, Artificer’s chest; 
2, axe, handle and carrier; 3, bayonet scabbard; 4, belt, 
cartridge, cal. .30; 5, belt, cartridge, cal. .80, mounted 
(Infantry) ; 6, belt, garrison, for enlisted men; 7, belt, 
garrison, for the officer; 8, belt, revolver, cal. .45; 9, 
bolo and scabbard; 10, canteen and covers 1f, cleaning 
rod and case; 12, cup; 18, despatch case; 14, first aid 
pouch; 15, fork; 16, haversack and carrier; 17, knife; 
18, meat can; 19, pick-mattock and carrier; 20, revolver, 
eal. .45, and lanyard ; 21, shovel, entrenching, and carrier : 
22, spoon; 23, tape, steel, measuring ; 24, wire cutter and 
earrier. The plan is to equip about eleven battalions of 
Infantry with these articles as a sort of “instructive 
introduction” of them into the Service, and the equipping 
of the battalions is designed to take place as soon as 
possible. 

Another fire record in target practice is reported from 
the Philippines, where during night practice on June 15 
the new batteries on Corregidor Island, at the entrance 
to Manila Bay, fired twelve shots from the 6-inch guns, 
and eleven hit the bull’s-eye, it is reported. 

The book entitled “American Campaigns,” by Major 
Matthew F. Steele, U.S.A., is receiving very favorable 
consideration at the hands of military experts, and many 
officers of the Army are applying for it. Officers can 
obtain it from the Second Section of the General Staff 
by making their applications through the A.G. of the 
Army. 

Capt. Pierce A. Murphy, 1st Cav., stationed at the 
Presidio, San Francisco, has been ordered to Washington 
to represent Capt. Samuel P Lyon, 25th Inf., as his 
counsel before the court-martial which will try the latter 
officer on the charge of making conflicting statements 
regarding the Brownsville riot. Captain Murphy was 
assistant counsel in the court which investigated Major 
Penrose’s connection with the affair, and is specially fitted 
to act as counsel. Tlie court will meet on June 20 in the 
administration building, Fort Myer, Va. Major Charles 
W. Penrose, 25th Inf., at Fort Lawton, Wash., has been 
ordered to Fort Myer as a witness at the trial. The court 
is made up as follows: Col. George S. Anderson, 9th Cav., 
Gen. Staff Corps; Col. Joseph Garrard, 15th Cav.; Col. 
Adam Slaker, C.A.C.; Lieut. Col. Charles H. Hunter, 
C.A.C.; Lieut. Col. Henry C. Davis, C.A.C.; Major John 
L. Hayden, C.A.C.; Capt. Julian R. Lindsey, 15th Cav:: 
Capt. Lincoln C. Andrews, 15th Cav.; Capt. Tiemann 
N. Horn, 3d Field Art.; Capt. Willard D. Newbill, 3d 
Field Art., and Capt. Amos A. Fries, C.E., with Capt. 
Charles R. Howland, 21st Inf., as judge advocate. Cap- 
tain Howland, the judge advocate, acted in a similar ca- 
pacity for the Army court of inquiry which spent an en- 





tes year investigating all phases of the Brownsville 
affair. 

, The findings in the G.C.M. of Capt. Robert H. Peck, 
24th U.S. Inf., at Fort Ontario, N.Y., have reached the 
W ar Department. The court was ordered as the result 
of differences between Captain Peck and Major EK. F. 
Taggart, when the latter was acting as post commandant 
some morths since. 

The members of the G.C.M., composed of officers of the 
Philippine Scouts, which was ordered to Puerto Princesa, 
Palawan, to try Capt. Julian De Court, Philippine Scouts, 
returned to Manila May 11. The trial of Captain De 
Court, who was charged with disrespect to his command- 
ing officer, Capt. Boss Reese, P.S., covered a period of 
fourteen days, and nearly a score of witnesses testified, 
one of whom was Major Joseph T. Dickman, I.G., of 
Zamboanga. The action of the court was reserved until 
General Potts has had an opportunity to review the ease. 
It developed that Captain De Court had preferred 
charges against 2d Lieut. John O. Lackey, P.S., which 
charges are now pending. They allege absence without 
leave, conduct to the prejudice of good order, ete., and 
disobedience of orders. The court consisted of Capts. 
Carl L. Stone, R. E. Brooks, D. J. Moynihan, G. M. 
Wray, R. L. Moseley, J. W. Blanchard, E. I. Small, 
H. M. Joss and Charles Famel, all of Phil. Scouts, and 
Lieut. R. W. Walker, 12th U.S. Cav., J.A. Mr. Hart- 
ford Beaumont was attorney for the accused. 

Another court-martial case reported from the Philip- 
pines is that of 1st Lieut. Frank B. Davis, 12th U.S. 
Inf. He was tried on charges alleging conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman, it being averred that, 
while acting as counsel for an enlisted man before a 
court-martial, he misquoted a legal authority. The ac- 
cused pleaded not guilty, and was so found by the court. 
He was accordingly acquitted, and the acquittal was 
approved by Major Gen. W. P. Duvall, U.S.A., com- 
manding the division. 
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Planning to take the longest continuous railway jour- 
ney possible on the earth, Secretary of War Dickinson 
has decided, in returning from the Philippines, to use 
the Trans-Siberian Railway. He will then be in a posi- 
tion, on his return, to understand how much of a factor 
that great railway will be in determining the part Russia 
will play in the Far East, and to what extent it will be 
possible for the road to figure as a military factor in 
shaping the affairs of the future in that part of Asia. 
Four months will elapse before the National Capital will 
behold the Secretary of War, for he has decided to 
make a circuit of the globe in visiting the Philippines. 
On the evening of June 16 Mr. Dickinson, accompanied 
by Major Gen. William H. Carter, Acting Chief of 
Staff, left Washington to visit Nashville, Tenn., where 
he will attend the military tournament on June 20. 
Leaving Nashville on June 21, he will go to San Fran- 
cisco, via Chicago. The chief objective of his journey 
is the Philippine Islands. He wishes to acquaint him- 
self at first hand with the conditions there prevailing. 
He will pass five weeks in the archipelago. Secretary 
Dickinson will sail from San Francisco on the Pacific 
Mail steamer Siberia on June 28 for the Philippines, pro- 
ceeding by way of Honolulu and Japan. He will be ac- 
companied by Mrs, Dickinson, his son, J. M. Dickinson, 
jr., Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, Mrs. Edwards and 
daughter, Miss Bessie Edwards. Mr. and Mrs. Lars An- 
derson, Lincoln R. Clark, confidential clerk, and Mes- 
senger George Long. The Secretary will inspect Pearl 
Harbor and the posts at Honolulu on July 4. His party 
is scheduled to arrive at Yokohama on July 15, to re- 
main in Japan for five days, departure being made from 
Nagasaki for Manila. Returning, the Secretary’s party 
will probably leave Manila on Sept. 6, coming back by 
way of Hong Wong, Peking and the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road to Moscow, thence to Warsaw, and thence to France, 
taking the steamer at Cherbourg about the 8th or 10th 
of October, arriving in New York about Oct. 15. 
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Mr. Charles K. Hamilton, the aviator, on June 13, 
although interrupted by two accidents, added a new 
triumph to the marvelous development of human flight. 
Rising from Governors Island at seventeen minutes before 
eight a.m., he flew in a straight course over the Kill von 
Kull to South Elizabeth, where he wheeled his aeroplane 
over a train on the Pennsylvania Railroad and, at an 
altitude varying from four hundred to one thousand feet, 
kept abreast or in the lead Df the train all the way to a 
field near the North Philadelphia station, where he landed 
amid the shouts of 75,000 persons. The distance from 
his starting point to the landing field was estimated at 
eighty-six miles, and he covered it in one hour and fifty 
minutes. After a rest of nearly two hours he again 
started on the return trip, this time with the aid of a 
brisk breeze, flying in advance of the train, and when 
over the meadows near South Amboy, N.J., about twenty 
miles from Governors Island, N.Y., a faulty spark plug 
in his mctor forced him to descend in a swamp with such 
force that his propeller was splintered and he was delayed 
two hours. Men were despatched from Governors Island 
with a new propeller, and when this had been put in 
place Mr. Hamilton resumed his journey, landing grace- 
fully on Governors Island within a few feet of his tent 
at twenty minutes before seven p.m.

RECENT DEATHS. 


In addition to the facts we published in our last issue 
coneerning the death of Surg. Gen. John S. Kulp, state 
of Washington (major, Med. Corps, U.S.A., retired), at 
Seattle, Wash., June 3, 1910, a correspondent sends us 
the following: “Colonel Kulp had a remarkable and 
distinguished career, being a noted athlete in his college 
days and later winning honors in the service of his coun- 
try during the war with Spain and the Philippine Insur- 
rection. John Stuart Kulp, M.D., Ph.D., was born in 
Wilkesbarre March 8, 1866, educated at the Wilkesbarre 
Academy, Yale College and the medical department of the 
University of Pennsylvania, where he graduated in 1889. 
He took a post-graduate course in 1890, and studied 
medicine in the University of Berlin, Germany, in 1891-92. 
For two years he served as resident physician of the 
Wilkesbarre City Hospital, during which time he served 
as a line officer in the Pennsylvania National Guard. He 
entered the U.S. Army Medical Department in 1893 as 
first lieutenant, and subsequently rose to the ranks of 
captain and major. He retired in 1907, settled at Seattle, 
where he continued the practice of medicine, and at the 
time of his death was surgeon general of Militia in the 
state of Washington, with the rank of colonel. Colonel 
Kulp began his Army service in the Northwest, was 
among the first to be ordered to Alaska after the great 
gold discoveries there, and remained on duty until the 
outbreak of the war with Spain. His first service in that 
war was at Chickamauga Park, Ga., where he organized 
the Ambulance Company, 1st Division, 8d Corps, a model 
organization, without precedent of its kind in our Army. 
After the disbandment of the 3d Corps, having been pro- 
moted surgeon of Volunteers, he was ordered to the 
Philippines, where he served during the insurrection as 
surgeon, 22d U.S. Infantry. He took part in General 
Wheaton’s expedition along the Pasig, General Mac- 
Arthur’s advance on Malor and General Lawton’s 
northern expedition, beside many other short expeditions 
and skirmishes. During one of those engagements he was 
engaged in conversation with General Egbert when the 
General was shot and fell dead into the Major’s arms. 
He was in forty engagements and escaped without a 
wound. Later assigned to duty in Manila, Major Kulp 
organized the 3d Reserve Hospital, which was the depot 
for the Hospital Corps, and there established a school of 
instruction which received the highest commendations 
from the division commander and chief surgeon. After 
the war Major Kulp went on a trip around the world 
investigating military hospitals of the various countries in 
Europe, Asia and Australia, and made a report of his 
Investigation to the War Department. During his college 
days he played right guard on the Yale football team and 
was stroke in the Yale ’varsity boat crew. He also won 
the intercollegiate quarter-mile race for the University of 
Pennsylvania. Colonel Kulp was a member of various 
hereditary and military societies and was the author of 
Several monographs on medico-military subjects. He 
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loved the military service, and was a soldier-surgeon of 
the best type.” 

Alexander Duer Irving, a nephew of Washington 
Irving, who died June 12 at his home, Sunnyside, Irving- 
ton-on-Hudson, of heart disease, after an illness of a 
little more than two weeks, in his sixty-eighth year, mar- 
ried Ellen du Pont, a daughter of Gen. Henry du Pont, 
of Delaware, and sister of U.S. Senator du Pont. Mrs. 
Irving died three years ago. Mr. Irving is survived by 
three sons and one daughter. 

Lieut. Col. John R. Brinckle, U.S.A., retired, died in 
his home, in Wilmington, Del., June 15, 1910. He was 
born in Pennsylvania March 31, 1838, and was graduated 
from Delaware College. He was appointed to the Army 
May 14, 1861, as a second lieutenant, 5th U.S. Artillery, 
and served with the Army of the Potomac throughout the 
Civil War. He received the brevet of captain April 6, 
1865, for gallant and meritorious service in the battle 
of Sailors Creek, Va., and the brevet of major April 9, 
1865, for gallant and meritorious service in the campaign 
terminating with the surrender of the insurgent forces 
under Gen. Ropert E. Lee. He was retired Aug. 27, 1896, 
with the rank of major for disability incident to the Serv- 
ice, and was advanced. ou the retired list to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel April 5, 1909, for Civil War service. 
He is survived by a widow and three children. 

The death at Philadelphia, Pa., May 30, 1910, is an- 
nounced of Adelaide Eckerson Reynolds, daughter of the 
late Lieut. Col. T. J. Eckerson, U.S.A., and wife of Col. 
Alfred Reynolds,, 22d U.S. Inf. 

First Lieut. Edward Y. Miller, 29th U.S. Inf., whose 
death is reported at Manila, P.I., May 27, 1910, was 
born in Pennsylvania July 13, 1873. At the outbreak of 
the war with Spain he served as captain of the 5th 
Illinois Volunteers, and* from July 5, 1899, to April 3, 
1901, he served as a captain of the 30th U.S. Infantry 
in the Philippines. He was appointed a first lieutenant, 
29th U.S. Infantry, Feb. 2, 1901. 

First Lieut. Frank S. Rice, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at Bakersfield, Cal., was born in Ohio July 21, 1850, and 
was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1870. He 
was graduated June 17, 1874, and was promoted to the 
Army as a second lieutenant and assigned to the Ist 
Artillery. He was an honor graduate of the Artillery 
School, class of 1876; was promoted first lieutenant July 
1, 1879, and was retired for disability incident to the 
Service Feb. 20, 1891. During the war with Spain he 
served as major of the ist California Artillery from 
May 9, 1898, to Sept. 24, 1899. 

Col. John Ruhm, who died at Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., May 
31, 1910, was the father of Naval Constr. T. F. Ruhm, 
U.S.N. 

Catherine A, Barstow, sister of the late Bvt. Major 
George F. Barstow, U.S.A., died at Boston, Mass., June 
6, 1910. 

Mr. Thomas C. Skinner, father of the wife of former 
Naval Constr. H. L. Ferguson, U.S.N., died at Kuttawa, 
Ky., June 9, 1910. 

Mrs. Annie Biddle Copland, sister of Col. John Biddle, 
Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and sister of Capt. W. S. Biddle, 
died at Detroit, Mich., June 4, 1910.

I. Par. 6, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. II., 
G.O. 202, W.D., Oct. 6, 1909, is further amended to read as 
follows: 

6. On occasions of ceremony, except funerals and reviews 
of large forces, troops will be arranged from right to left in 
line, and from head to rear in column, in the following 
order: First, Infantry; second, Field Artillery; third, Cav- 
alry.

Troops in column in funeral escorts will be arranged 
from head to rear in the following order: First, Cavalry; sec- 
ond, Field Artillery; third, Infantry. In the same arm, 
Regulars, Militia in the Service of the United States, and Vol- 
unteers are posted in line from right to left, or in column 
from head to rear, in the order named. In reviews of large 
bodies of troops the different arms and classes are posted at 
the discretion of the commanding general, due regard being 
paid to their position in camp. On all other occasions troops 
of all classes are posted at the discretion of the general or 
senior commander. .

so general was the improvement that it was difficult for 
the older graduates to select this or that particular thing 
and say it was the best without doing an injustice to the 
all-round progress noted.

A. Winter. The board of examination will consist of 
Lieut. Cols. Henry P. Birmingham, Charles M. Gandy 
and Jefferson R. Kean. The Medical Corps is the only 
branch of the Service in which there is examination for 
promotion to-the rank of lieutenant colonel, although the 
line is talking of adopting that plan. The examination 
will take place in Washington. The old system of exami- 
nation at posts is not favored by advanced medical men 
of the Army, for it means a different standard of exami- 
nation for every post. By having the examinations, as 
far as practicable, in one place, there is developed a 
uniformity in the examinations which makes for fairness 
and for a better service.

Some of those subjected to physical examination by 
the Navy doctors have found out how to pass the eye 
test by committing to memory the arrangement of the 
letters, so that with a knowledge of one or two letters 
on the card they can read the combination.

has been devised, which is placed in a rack exhibiting only 
a vertical and horizontal line of letters in such a way that 
no clew is afforded the person under examination. 
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JAPAN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Describing an interview with an unusually intelligent 
Japanese, who speaks English perfectly and has an excep- 
tional acquaintance with this country, where he has 
resided, a traveler in Japan says in a private letter, from 
which we are permitted to make an extract: ‘‘He showed 
a good deal of bitterness, and allowed himself to say some 
things not altogether agreeable to us, such as the follow- 
ing: ‘When Japan was a nice little sunrise nation, with 
its cherry blossoms and little fine arts, America patted it 
on the back and thought nice things of it, but now that 
Japan has shown that she can do things, that she is a 
big Power, America hates her and is afraid of her.’ And 
speaking of the attitude of the American jingo press, he 
said that when the Russo-Japanese war began the Amer- 
ican correspondents flocked to the seat of war and ex- 
pected to be given the inside information from head- 
quarters. But it was not proper to disclose their plans 
to the world, and the paper men were politely refused 
admittance. They were angry and vowed vengeance, and 
they have taken it by alienating the American people 
through the press. His remarks about his own country’s 
progress and prowess showed the rather boastful spirit 
with which the Japanese have been charged ever since 
their last war. On the whole, although he was very 
gentlemanly and polite in his manner, his visit left a 
vaguely unpleasant impression, rather confirming than 
removing the unflattering estimate of the Japanese 
eharacter which has gradually been evolved during the 
last five or six years.” 

Returning thanks for a copy of a periodical containing 
some remarks upon recent proposals by Secretary Knox 
of the Treasury Department, this same Japanese gentle- 
man—who is not only unusually well informed, but is 
also a man of large influence—says: “I am very much 
delighted to have my attention called to the article on the 
Knox proposal. Ii is not an ordinary piece of informa- 
tion. There are many things in it that are certainly 
enlightening. But I am very sorry to find in it so great 
and serious untruth, which spoils the value of the article. 
I refer to the statement that a secret agreement was 
secured by Japan of China under duress. No such thing 
exists. Japan never got from China anything under 
duress. We are more cautious and prudent. However, 
most of the American writers nowadays must have some- 
thing in their writing that would prejudice Japan in the 
eyes of the world.” 

We call attention to these statements because they 
illustrate a condition of the Japanese mind to which the 
well informed are giving heed, and which has in it the 
suggestions of possible misunderstandings more _ prolific 
of serious results than the optimists are willing to 
admit. It is useless to blind our eyes to the facts, and, 
while eve1y effort should be made to avoid misunderstand- 
ing with Japan, we should prepare ourselves to meet 
the conseguences should they prove to be different from 
what the prophesiers of smooth things wish us to believe. 
There is absolutely no such thing in this country as 
hatred of Japan, except such as may be involved in the 
general hostility of organized labor to the open shop and 
everything that interferes with its plans for the monopoly 
of labor. Nor is America afraid of Japan, except as she 
is concerned lest the excited state of feeling indicated by 
such serious misapprehension on the part of so intelligent 
and well informed a Japanese should create conditions 
which would compel Japan and America to waste in war 
for a generation the energies which can be more profitably 
turned in the direction of peace. Japan has won the 
respect of America, and the respect of the world, for its 
wonderful display of energetic and self-denying devotion 
to the cause of country. America has shown heretofore, 
as she is prepared to show again should the occasion 
require, that she has equal capacity for self-sacrifice, and 
is ready when the demand upon her is made to silence 
the contentions of the market place and to devote her vast 
energies and her colossal wealth to the service of country. 
It is to avoid the necessity for this that we argue as we 
do in regard to the necessity of preparation to meet 
emergencies, and in our arguments on behalf of peace we 
know we have the sympathy and support of every map 
who wears the uniform of the United States. But 

“You must not think 
That we are made of stuff so fat and dull 
That we can let our beard be shook with danger 
And think it pastime.” 


Contrary to general expectation, confirmation of the 
twenty-one appointees to the Coast Artillery Corps was 
decided upon on June 11, before the graduation of 
the West Point class this week. This has been 
done once before under circumstances still more to be 
regretted. Several years ago the graduation of the class 
at the Military Academy was held back two weeks so 
that an exposition might be attended. In the interim 
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appointments were made and confirmed, ‘thus antedating 
the commissions of the graduating class. The date of 
the commissions of the twenty-one civilian appoint- 
ments is May 25 while that of the class commissions is 
June 16.

PROMOTION OF RIFLE PRACTICE. 


Curiously enough, two Civi! War veterans on the House 
Military Committee take opposite views on a bill (S. 
5008) “to promote a patriotic spirit among the citizens 
and youths of the United States and for the encourage- 
ment of rifle practice.’ General Hull, chairman of the 
committee, favors the passage of the measure, while 
General Sherwood is violently opposed to it. ‘While it 
is too late this session to secure the passage of the bill, 
and therefore it will be useless to report it out,” said 
Chairman Hull, “it is one of the most meritorious 
measures pending before our committee. I venture to 
say that it will receive serious consideration at the next 
session, and if it is left for me to decide a bill of this 
character will be reported out at an early day. It seems 
to me that the country needs some legislation which will 
eneourage Tifle practice among the younger generation. 
The country is settling up so rapidly that we must depend 
upon some other means of maintaining the nation’s ability 
to shoot than by hunting. Many of the great victories 
that we have won in the past have been due to the fine 
marksmanship that had been developed by the average 
citizen in hunting. The efficiency of the Volunteer Army, 
upon which the country has to depend on so largely in 
times of war, depends largely upon the average citizen’s 
acquaintance with the use of a gun. Any legislation 
which tends to diffuse 2 knowledge of firearms among the 
people is second only in importance to the maintenance 
of a well organized and equipped Army and National 
Guard.” 

General Sherwood takes the view that the bill is 
dangerous legislation. Fle thinks that the people of the 
country should not be encovraged in the use of firearms. 
“What we want,” said General Sherwood, “is to cultivate 
the art of peace. To teach children to shoot is to infuse 
into them a warlike spirit. It will encourage a clamor 
for war every time there is a slight difference between 
this nation and some of its neighbors. The bill is con- 
trary to the spirit of the times, and I am opposed to it.” 

This is the measure fostered by the Govern- 
ment, and provides for the issue of obsolete arms 
to schools and colleges for the instruction in marksman- 
ship. A fevorable report on this bill, which has already 
been passed by the Senate, is being urged by prominent 
National Guard officials. Brig. Gen. Thomas J. Stewart, 
Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, who is also president 
of the National Guard Association and a member of the 
National Militia Board, expresses the sentiment of the 
Guard in reference to this bill in a letter to Mr. Burke, 
the Pennsylvania member of the committee. General 
Stewart says: “The passage of this bill would do very 
much to increase the interest in rifle practice throughout 
the country, and incidentally be of service in securing to 
membership in the National Guard of the several states 
young men who graduate from schools and universities, 
and who would join the National Guard with the desire 
to keep up their interest in rifle shooting.” As there is 
a strong sentiment among the members of the House for 
the passage of this bill, its friends believe that it would 
be quickly passed if the Committee on Military Affairs 
sheuld report it favorably. 





TRIALS OF DEHYDRATED FOODS. 

We have given heretofore some account of the trials 
of the efficacy of dehydrated foods for naval purposes 
afloat. A memorandum (No. 10) issued to paymasters 
of the Navy gives a fuller report of these experiments. 
The results obtained with dehydrated vegetables were 
satisfactory, the soup greens, spinach and cranberries 
being excellent, the riced potatoes, onions, cabbage, 
carrots and turnips being very good, and the rhubarb 
fair. The raspberries were only fair, and the sliced 
potatoes had a good ilavor but a bad color, and they are 
not considered as good as the riced potatoes. Excellent 
results were obtained with corn and string beans. Asst. 
Paymr. F, P. Williams, U.S.N., says: “Since the date of 
the reports referred to these products have been so much 
improved that I have no hesitancy in recommending their 
use as a substitute for fresh vegetables, not only for 
vessels operating in waters where fresh vegetables are 
unobtainable or their cost prohibitive, but for vessels 
going on extended trips from home ports, which are now 
subjected to great loss from deterioration through the 
stocks of vegetables which they attempt to carry. Per- 
sonal exyerience with dehydrated products afloat was 
entirely in their favor, and in my opinion these dehydrated 
vegetables have now reached such a standard of excellence 
of preparation that they are practically indispensable to 
vessels of the naval service under the conditions named 
above.” : 

The purchase of dehydrated soups is not strongly 
recommended. ‘They are easy to prepare, but they do not 
compare favorably with soups prepared from fresh 
vegetables, while in the absence of these they can be 
prepared from dehydrated vegetables. 

Keith’s dried egg developed a slight odor when kept 
in the storeroom and did not have as much body as fresh 
eggs, but the tests of it were very satisfactory, and it was 
hard to distinguish the difference between an omelet made 
of it and one made of fresh eggs. The sugar-dried yolk 
was fully up-to the standard of other dried egg products 





and exceeded them in keeping qualities, being in excellent 
condition after eight months. 

One pounds of mince meat was prepared according to 
directions and was found sufficient to fill three pies of 
ordinary size. It is highly recommended as a ‘combined- 
ration article on account of its excellent flavor, ease of 
preparation, the small space it occupies in storage and its 
low cost (0.0975). It made an excellent plum pudding, 
which was also very reasonable in cost. 

Whole egg powder, when prepared as an omelet, or 
scrambled, was of fairly good taste and texture, but after 
standing a few minutes it became heavy and lost its good 
appearance. Compared to an omelet made of fresh eggs, 
the present authorized equivalent of the powder only 
makes about three-quarters the amount in weight and 
size. This product is recommended for use wherever 
fresh eggs are unobtainable. 

A mixture of equal parts of whole egg powder and egg 
yolk powder makes a more desirable substitute for fresh 
eggs by increasing nutritive value and palatableness. Egg 
yolk powder is not recommended. 

Four ounces of white milk powder were mixed with 
one quart of water, as directed, and the result was found 
to be most palatable, with hardly any flavor foreign to 
fresh milk, and closely resembling milk of very good 
quality. Its use is strongly recommended as a substitute 
for fresh milk whenever that article is not obtainable or 
is of questionable purity. It makes at a very low cost 
an ice cream superior to that made with evaporated or 
condensed milk. It is not recommended, however, as a 
substitute for evaporated or condensed milk in coffee, as 
the amount required to produce an equal result is in 
excess of the allowance of fresh milk. Half skimmed 
powder is good for everything except the ice’ cream. 
Skimmed milk powder is not recommended. 





LATE NEWS OF CONGRESS. 


The Young bill, providing for an increase in the Corps 
of U.S. Engineers, was reported favorably from the 
Senate Military Affairs‘Committee to the Senate on 
Thursday, June 16. The only member of the committee 
that is opposed to the measure as it came from the House 
is Senator Dixon, of Montana, who objects to the provi- 
sion which authorizes the President to assign Army 
Engineers to any government work. He takes the ground 
that this virtually places the irrigation work under the 
jurisdiction of the War Department. At least, he thinks 
that it authorizes the President to make such a change, 
and on that account he insists that this provision in the 
bill should be stricken out. A contrary view is taken 
by the other members of the committee. A ruling of the 
Attorney General is cited in which it is stated that the 
President is authorized to assign U.S. Engineers to any 
public work. It is insisted that even without the provi- 
sion which is objected to by Senator Dixon, Engineers 
could be placed on any work by the President. In his 
report on the bill Chairman Warren states that it will 
add sixty officers to the Corps of Engineers. This, in his 
opinion, will not furnish a sufficient force to take care 
of all of the river and harbor work, but it will be neces- 
sary for the Government to employ assistant and junior 
civil engineers to keep up with the work which is 
authorized by this session’s Rivers and Harbors bill. It 
is possible that the number of civil engineers will be 
increased, as well as the number of Army Engineers. 

Senator Dixon on June 17 filed a minority report, 
which was also signed by Senators Johnston and Frazier, 
claiming that the bill will increase the Army pay-roll 
$250,000, and, with allowances, $400,000, which is a 
greater expense than is justified by demands upon the 
Corps. Since the Spanish War twenty-eight officers have 
been added to the Corps. The purpose of the bill, it is 
insisted, is to replace civil engineers now engaged in 
reclamation and river and harbor work. This work is 
being done at far less salary expense by civil engineers 
than it ean be done by Army Engineers. It is argued that 
the general plan of reorganization of the Army should be 
considered by Congress, as the other six branches of the 
Service need additional officers more than do the Engineer 
Corps. 

The Fortifications bill, which has been in conference 
since Jan. 25, has finally been settled by the Senate’s 
withdrawal of its amendment increasing the appropriation 
for aimmmnition for seacoast guns from $300,000 to 
$500,000, and the amount will be as in the House bill, 
$300,000. As this was the only point of difference be- 
tween the two Houses, it is strange that they should have 
been so tong in settling it. The bill as it passed the 
House will be found on page 566 of our issue of Jan. 1%, 
1910. 

lt is expected that the General Deficiency bill will 
contain a clause providing for a naval supply account, 
under which all stores for the Navy will be purchased 
under the general account of advances. This will neces- 
sitate a complete change in the manner of handling naval 
stores, but under the system proposed excellent results 
are counted on. 

A complete vindication.of Paymaster General Rogers 
is claimed by his friends on Capitol Hill in the preliminary 
report of the expert accountant on the Naval Supply 
Fund. It is argued that this report shows that his system 
of accounts was as good as could be maintained in the 
Bureau of Supply and Accounts under the existing law. 
They insist that the Paymaster General was forced to 
disregard law in the interest of economy. This is based 
largely on the following statement made by the expert 
accountants: “While the accounting system in use by the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts is, in our opinion, not 


in accordance with law, yet by its use the efficiency of 
operating the storehouses at the navy yards and stations 
has been increased.” It is expected that legislation for 
a new system of accounts will be incorporated in the 
General Deficiency bill. The members of the Senate 
Committee have been working upon an amendment which 
they would propose to the General Deficiency bill. On 
account of the rules of the House, this legislation cannot 
be incorporated in an appropriation bill in the lower 
branch of Congress. It would be subject to a point of 
order in the House. But in the Senate such legislation 
is frequently placed in an appropriation bill through 
“courtesy.” Although the terms of the proposed amend- 
ment have not been agreed to, it is stated that the sugges- 
tions of the Paymaster General will be followed to a 
great extent. This, it is said, is due to the fact that he 
and the expert accountants agreed on most of the vital 
features of tie proposed reorganization of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. A fund which will be known as 
the “general account of advances” will probably be 
created by the new legislation. This, it is claimed, “is 
a rose by another name,” and “will smell as sweet” as 
his rose—the Naval Supply Fund.

A retired officer who had to leave the Service on ac- 
count of being unable to take the ninety-mile horseback 
ride prescribed by the physical test said, commenting 
upon the announcement of Secretary Dickinson that all 
officers on detail to colleges, etc., should be returned to 
the line as far as possible, said it would be the irony of 
the fate if the failure of Congress to pass the extra offi- 
cers’ bill and the carrying out of the Secretary’s in- 
tention to return the detailed officers to their command 
would make it necessary to fall back upon the officers 
who were forced out because they could not undergo a 
strenuous physical test. Such officers feel that they are 
the most vigorous of the men on the retired list, but 
some are understood still to feel hurt over their forced 
leaving of the Army because of the test, and such are 
not expected to come forward enthusiastically to help 
out in proffering their services for details to institutions 
of learning, ete. It is to this class of officers, however, 
that the War Department would look for assistance in 
case worst came to the worst, which is not as likely to 
happen as appears on the surface. Even if the bill 
Should go through for the extra officers a large number 
would have to be appointed from civil life and the 
Army, to afford any early relief. 





The board on retirements in the Navy will not conclude 
its labors until the latest hour before making its report 
so as to take care of any eleventh-hour applications for 
retirement that may happen along. One can never tell at 
what moment such an application will arrive. Whether 
the board will have to make all the retirements to provide 
the sixteen vacancies which must occur in the Navy 
before July 1 cannot be determined, of course, till the 
board has finally closed its labors. Rear Admiral Wain- 
wright is the head of the retiring board, which consists of 
four other rear admirals. As the applications for yolun- 
tary retirement reach the board sometimes in duplicate 
or triplicate, there is no telling, until these applications 
are passed upon toward the close of the sessions of the 
board, how many officers actually wish to go upon the 
retired list with the rank of the next higher grade. If 
the applicants are as numerous this year as last the work 
of the board will be very simple. In 1909 there were 
fourteen applicarts for voluntary retirement. If as many 
appear now the board will have to “pluck” only two. 

It is not thought that more than one-fourth of the 
forty-five vacancies in the grade of assistant surgeon in 
the Navy will he filled this year. There is no hopeful 
change in the situation often mentioned in our columns; 
that is, a decrease in the number of applicants for ap- 
pointment to the Naval Medical Corps. In 1909 the 
applicants were only thirty-six, as against ninety the year 
before. ‘The next regular course of instruction at the 
Naval Medical School, in Washington, will begin Oct. 1. 
and the class will include those acting assistant surgeons 
who have provisionally qualified for a permanent appoint- 
ment as assistant surgeons. So far eight acting assistant 
surgeons have passed the “preliminary,” and seventeen 
vacancies exist. Several other candidates are now being 
examined. 





In 8.0. 49, Navy Department, published elsewhere in 
this issue, new instructions are given respecting the 
priming of breech-loading guns. It is the result of com- 
plaints that grew out of the experiences during the recent 
target practice. It was found that in the case of the new 
wedge block, containing the firing pin, which operates 
automatically, the old instructions did not properly apply, 
and consequently those using it were liable to censure, 
if not more severe punishment, for violating the letter of 
a rule which had nothing to do with any such automatic 
arrangements. Handlers of guns with the new improved 
wedge blocks found that they gained nothing from this 
automatic operation so long as they were compelled to 
follow instructions given at a time when such a wedge 
block was unknown.

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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

Sending to Congress on June 16 a request for an amend- 
ment to the General Deficiency bill, Mr. Beekman 
Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, asks for 
$50,000 for the purpose of raising and repairing the 
drydock Dewey, which was sunk at Olongapo, near 
Manila, in the Philippines, recently. The sum named has 
been fixed upon only after careful consideration by naval 
engineers of the cost of raising the drydock and putting 
it in condition. The Engineers at Washington communi- 
cated with the commandant at Olongapo, and through him 
with the Engineers in charge of the work. 

In the Senate on June 9 a communication was laid 
before the Senate from the Secretary of the Treasury, 
transmitting a letter from the Secretary of War, sub- 
mitting an estimate of appropriation for the purchase 
of the site of Camp John Hay, Baguio, P.I., and payment 
of back rent for the same, $100,000. 

The Senate on June 16 passed the bill which regulates 
the operation of all radio communication in the United 
States and requires wireless concerns to secure licenses 
to operate fom the Department of Commerce and Labor. 
The purposes of the bill are to prevent interference with 
and to give priority in transmission to wireless calls and 
messages relating to ships in distress and the Army and 
Navy of the United States, and to prevent false wireless 
signals of distress or calls. 

The Senate on June 13 concurred in the action of the 
House, which on June 11 passed S. 1021, a bill to appoint 
James B. Ferguson on the Medical Corps of the Army 
and place him on the retired list, striking out all after 
the enacting clause and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

That any officer of the Medical Reserve Corps who shall have 
reached the age of seventy years, and whose total active service 
in the Army of the United States, Regular or Volunteer, as 
such officer, and as contract or acting assistant surgeon, and as 
an enlisted man in the War of the Rebellion, shall equal forty 
years, may thereupon, in the discretion of the President, be 
placed upon the retired list of the Army with the rank, pay 
and allowances of a first lieutenant. Amend the title so as to 
read: “A bill providing for the retirement of certain medical 
officers of the Army.’ 

H.R. 10280, which was reported in our issue of June 
11, page 1230, for the return of certain ordnance to the 
U.S. Army from the state of Massachusetts, was passed 
by the Senate June 13, as amended. 

The Senate on June 13 passed S. 526, to pay $12,000 
to the state of New Hampshire for certain land ceded 
in 1807 to the United States and forming the site of Fort 
Constitution, in Portsmouth Harbor. : 

The Senate on June 15 favorably reported without 
amendment H.R. 21090, to appoint Com ir. Kenneth A. 
McAlpine a commander in the Navy, which was passed 
by the House June 11. “a 

The House on June 11 passed H.R. 14760, to place 
Lieut. Comdr. James H. Reid, U.S.N., on the retired list 
with the rank of commander; H.R. 21090, to appoint 
Comdr. Kenneth McAlpine a commander in the Navy on 
the active list; H.R. 5015, for the relief of Clarence 
Frederick Chapman, U.S.N. ' 

The House on June 10 passed the bill of the Senate 
granting a monthly pension of $30 to the widow of the 
late Major Gen. Thomas H. Ruger, U.S.A.; also $30 
to the widow of Col. Milton B. Adams. 

The House Military Committee on June 15 favorably 
reported the bil] (S. 1119) recently passed by the Senate 
to authorize the appointment of Frank de L. Carrington 
as a major on the retired list of the U.S. Army. 

Adverse report has been made by the House Military 
Committee on H.R. 17498, authorizing the appointment 
of Major George A. Armes, U.S.A., retired, to the rank 
and grade of major general on the retired list of the 
Army. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs on June 16 
decided not to invite foreign nations to participate in the 
Panama Canal celebration which San Francisco and New 
Orleans are both working for, until a guarantee fund of 
$7,500,000 is raised by both the aspirants for the exposi- 
tion, whose date was set at 1915. 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 8608, Mr. Martin.—To authorize the President to place 
upon the retired list of the U.S. Navy Surg. I. W. Kite, 
with the rank of medical inspector. 

S. 8701, Mr. Gallinger.—-For the relief of certain officers 
on the retired list of the U.S. Navy. (See H.R. 26867.) 








H.J. Res. 230, Mr. Humphrey, of Washington.—Authorizing 
the appointment of a committee to investigate certain foreign 
shipping rings, pools, combinations and conferences, and other 
matters connected therewith, as violations of our laws and of 
our commercial treaties, and injurious to our commerce in 
times of peace and a menace to our safety in time of war. 

H.J. Res. 231, Mr. Smith, of Michigan.—Authorizing the ap- 
pointmenit of a commission to consider the restoration to the 
District of Columbia of a portion of Alexandria county, Va., 
consisting of an area of thirty square miles, more or less, 
bordering upon the Potomac river, and embracing for the 
most part those portions of Alexandria county which are 
pearest to and most plainly visible from points in the District 
of Columbia on the left bank of the Potomac river. 

H.R. 26758, Mr. Reynolds.—To provide campaign badges 
for officers and enlisted men, sailors or marines, who served 
honorably in the Spanish, Philippine, or China campaigns, and 
who were not in the United States Service on Jan. 11, 1905.

the fact that such officer has been heretofore advanced on the 
retired list by virtue of a special Act of Congress in his behalf, 
be entitled to the rank and retired pay of one grade above that 
now held by such officer on the retired list. i d 

H.R. 26869, Mr. Reynolds.—To provide for the erection ‘n 
Washington, D.C., of a memorial to commemorate the patriotism, 
the services and sacrifices of the loyal women of the United 


States to the cause of the Union during the War of the Re- 
bellion. 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Naval Appropriation bill was sent back to confer- 
ence on June 10, with the following amendments of the 
Senate still in disagreement: No. 6, making the pay and 
allowances of chiefs of bureaus the highest shore-duty 
pay and allowances of the grade of rear admiral; No. 10, 
abolishing the Bureau of Equipment; No. 12, relating to 
the maintenance by the Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington Railroad of track connection with the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard; No. 17, Key West, Fla., quay wall, 
$140,000; No’ 48, the authorization of five instead of 


four submarine torpedoboats; No. 49, appropriation for 
six torpedoboat destroyers, $23,225,000. 

The provisions that not more than one of the battle- 
ships provided for in this Act shall be built by the same 
contracting party, and providing that one of the battle- 
ships shall be built at one of the navy yards, were agreed 
to, and the friends of the Brooklyn Navy Yard are, im 
consequence of the latter clause, happy over the prospect 
of having another big ship to follow the Florida on the 
ways. 

The amendment to the collier appropriation which 
would make it possible to build a collier, heretofore 
authorized, at Mare Island, was modified by the addition 
of a limitation of cost to $1,000,000. 

No meeting was held by the conferees upon the Naval 
Appropriation bill this week. Chairman Foss, of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, who will lead the 
House conferees, was called to Chicago Thursday, June 
15, by urgent business and will not return until Sunday. 
The committee will probably meet Monday or Tuesday 
and thoroughly thresh out the items in the bill which 
are in disagreement. Not even a tentative agreement 
has been reached upon the Senate amendment, which 
abolishes the Bureau of Equipment. A majority of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs are urging the House 
conferees to insist upon restoring the House provision 
which went out on the floor on a point of order. They 
insist that this would be an excellent compromise between 
the Meyer and the Newberry adherents. The House 
provision gives to the Secretary of the Navy a year to 
demonstrate the efficiency of his plan of reorganization 
by making appropriations interchangeable under the 
Secretary’s direction. The House provision, in the opin- 
ion of some of the members of the Senate Committee, is 
entirely too broad. They argue that this would give 
the Secretary too much latitude in making changes in 
the Navy. It is insisted by several Senators who take 
a deep interest in naval affairs that there should be a 
limitation placed upon the Secretary’s authority to dis- 
tribute appropriations. At this late day in the session 
it is difficult to predict just what will happen to the 
provision. 
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SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 





The Senate on June 13 passed the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill (H.R. 25552) with the following 
amendments : 


Construction of two revenue cutters, authorized 1910, 
$150,000. 

Benicia Arsenal ammunition storehouses, $39,000. 

Replacing buildings destroyed by fire and typhoon at 
Camps Bumpus and Keithley, $250,000. 

Authorizing the Secretary of War to accept a convey- 
ance from the riparian commissioners of the state of New 
Jersey of a tract of submerged land in front of the mili- 
tary reservation of Fort Hancock, N.J., required for the 
construction and maintenance of proposed sewer outlet 
and to pay the consideration of $100 therein specified. 

For the purchase of land in Nebraska, site to be 
selected by the Secretary of War, for a rifle range for 
the use of the Army, $50,000. 

To strike out from the bill the proviso that “no part 
of any appropriation for national cemeteries or the repair 
of roadways thereto shall be expended in the maintenance 
of more than a single approach to any national cemetery.” 

Striking out the House appropriation of not to exceed 
$400,000 additional to amount already authorized 
($200,000) for construction of Cavalry post, Hawaii 
Territory. 

To strike from the bill the provision of $100,000 for 
the purchase of articles of subsistence in addition to the 
regular ration of members of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, to be apportioned among the 
several branches of the home in the discretion of the 
Board of Managers, and to be expended with especial 
reference to the necessities and infirmities of the members 
of the home. 

Agreement was reached on the following: 

Hereafter the application of any person for membership in the 
National Heme for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers and the admis- 
sion of the applicant thereunder shall be and constitute a valid 
and binding contract between such applicant and the Board of 
Managers of said home that on the death of said applicant while 
member of said home, leaving no heirs at law or next of kin, 
all personal property owned by said applicant at the time of his 
death, including money or choses in action held by him and not 
disposed of by will, whether such property be the proceeds of 
pensions or otherwise derived, shall vest in and become the 
property of said Board of Managers for the sole use and benefit 
of the post fund of said home, the proceeds to be disposed of and 
distributed among the several branches as may be ordered by 
said Board of Managers, and that all personal property of said 
applicant shall, upon his death, while a member, at once pass 
to and vest in said Board of Managers, subject to be reclaimed 
by any legatee or person entitled to take the same by inheritance 
at any time within five years after the death of such member. 
The Board of Managers is directed to so change the form of 
application for membership as to give reasonable notice of this 
provision to each applicant and as to contain the consent of the 
2 to accept membership upon the conditions herein pro- 
vided, 

Appropriation of $9,000 for an ice plant in the State, 
War and Navy Building, at Washington, was agreed to. 

Appropriate $12,000 for an investigation to secure a 
water supply for San Francisco, including incidental 
expenses of officers of the Corps of Engineers of the Army 
detailed as an advisory board. 

For a sidewalk to the Fort Leavenworth National 
Cemtery, $2,000. 

Accepting conveyance of land for the Chalmette Na- 
tional Cemetery in exchange for certain road rights. 

Providing for three instead of two civilian commis- 
sioners for Chickamauga and Chattanooga National Park. 

Increasing from $10,000 to $20,000 the appropriation 
for roads, Yellowstone Park. From $20,000 to $25,000, 
roads in Mount Ranier National Park. Improvements of 
Mesa Verde National Park, increased from $7,500 to 
$20,000. Roads and trails, the newly constituted Glacier 
National Park, $15,000; for Crater Lake Park, Ore., 


To meet the expenses in connection with the establish- 


ing of a Commission of Fine Arts, authorized by the 
present Congress, $10,000. . 

For compiler of the Navy Yearbook and indexer of 
Senate public documents (Pitman Pulsifer), $3,500: 
hereafter the Navy Yearbook to be prepared and published 
for each calendar year and distributed as other public 
documents. 

Senator Depew made an ineffectual effort to have the 
Sundry Civil] Appropriation bill so amended as to provide 

250,000 for beginning fortifications for the Panama 
Canal. He said that unless begun now there was danger 
that the fortifications would not be completed until after 
the completion of the Canal work. Senator Hale made a 
point of order against it, which was sustained. 


REMOVING THE WRECK OF THE MAINE. 

Col. Edward Burr, Assistant Chief of Engineers, was 
called before the House Committee on Appropriations 
June 8 to give testimony as to the cost of raising the 
Maine in Havana Harbor. Summed up, his testimony 
consisted in the statement that neither he nor anyone 
else could give anything more than a guess as to the cost. 
It might be $500,000 and it might be twice that sum. 
The vessel lies in thirty feet of water, imbedded in mud 
from seventeen to twenty-five feet in depth. A cofferdam 
resting on the solid substratum must therefore be fifty 
feet high, and there is no precedent to determine the cost 
of such a dam, and all engineering estimates are based 
on precedent. It would cost more than $50,000 to blow 
the vessel up, and, in view of the sentiment attached to 
the possible presence of bodies in the wreck, he would not 
think of doing that without specific authority from 
Congress. 

“The Chairman: Before we proceed to authorize the 
expenditure of a half or a million dollars for the dis- 
position of this wreck we ought to have some intelligent 
and reliable information upon which to act. My theory 
all the time has been that the Board of Engineers of the 
War Department ought to be authorized to go down and 
make a thorough investigation of the conditions, and then 
recommerd to Congress the best and most economical 
method of disposing of that wreck and of removing the 
obstructions in the harbor of Havana. 

“Colonel Burr: 'That is by long odds the best thing to 
do. We would only use what funds would be necessary 
for that purpose. It would be difficult to give an accurate 
estimate offhand of what that would cost. It would cost 
not less than $5,000, and would probably cost more, in 
view of the distance and difficulties. I do not guarantee 
this figure. 

“The Chairman: It has lain there now for twelve years: 
it is of no benefit to anybody who might raise it. It 
cannot be utilized for anything, and I doubt if you could 
ever bring her around to New York, even if you could 
get it up. It seems to me that it would be an absolute 
waste of money to go in there and build a great coffer- 
dam around the wreck for the purpose of seeing whether 
she can be raised.” 





NAVAL CREDIT FOR CONSTRUCTIVE SERVICE. 


The Secretary of the Navy, June 8, wrote to the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Naval Affairs recom- 
mending the passage of ‘the Department bill (H.R. 
19670) amending Sec. 10 of the Act of March 3, 1889, 
crediting civilian appointees with five years’ constructive 
service. The Secretary said: 

“The effect of the present law, as construed by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, is practically as follows: 
If A is now serving as an enlisted man after three years 
in the Navy, and B formerly so served for three years, 
but is now in civil life, and C is a civilian who has never 
been in the Service, and if these three be appointed as 
officers, then the amount of credit for service that each 
would receive is as follows: A, three years; B, eight 
years; and C, five years. Under the provisions of the 
Fairchild bill these three men would be entitled to the 
following credits, respectively: A, eight years; B, eight 
years; and C, five years. By the Department bill the 
results would be as follows: A, five years; B, five years; 
and C, five years. This last method of equalizing the 
differences in the matter of constructive service accom- 
plishes, in reality, more nearly what the original pro- 
vision in the Personnel Act was intended to do than any 
of the other methods proposed, i.e., to give appointees, 
whether from the Service or from civil life, a certain 
constructive service, to cover the period of preparation 
for a commission or warrant, whether such period be 
spent within or without the Service. Furthermore, the 
Fairchild bill would create claims for back pay amount- 
ing approximately to a million and a half of dollars, 
while the Department bill provides that it shall create 
no claim for any such back pay. Stating the answers 
to the questions asked in the committee’s letter in tabu- 
lar form, the results of the two bills are as follows.

FOR A LIGHTHOUSE BUREAU. 


Agreement was reached on June 10 by the conferees 
on the Lighthouse bill, with its rider providing for the 
abolishment of the Lighthouse Board and the creation of 
a Lighthouse Bureau in the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. 

The bill as agreed to in conference contains a substitute 
for the provision for a Bureau of Lighthouses in the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, which was stricken 
out of the House bill by the Senate. Substantially the 
same provision passed the House as a separate bill and 
was reported to the Senate with an amendment in the 
nature of a substitute, as published in our issue of June 
4. The House and Senate provisions do not differ 
materially, except in a few particulars. One of these 
relates to the performance of the duties of the commis- 
sioner in his absence. The House bill provided that 
the chief clerk shall be acting commissioner in such case, 
while the Senate provision designated the chief construc- 
tion engineer. The bill as agreed on in conference provides 
for a deputy commissioner. 

The House bill provided that the President may, for a 
period not exceeding one year after the approval of the 
Act, assign Army and Navy officers to act in lieu of 
the appointment of civilian inspectors. The Senate pro- 
vision authorized the detail of a line officer of the Navy 
of high rank as chief of bureau, of an officer of the 
Engineer Corps of the Army not below the rank of lieu- 
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tenant colonel as chief constructing engineer, of a line 
officer of the Navy not below the rank of commander as 
superintendent of naval construction, and of officers of 
the Army and Navy as inspectors in the several districts 
to serve for periods of at least three years. The bill as 
agreed on in conference makes no provision for the em- 
ployment of Army or Navy officers except as follows: 

“The President may, for a period not exceeding three 
years from the taking effect of this section, assign Army 
and Navy officers to act in lieu of the appointment of 
civilian lighthouse inspectors, but such Army and Navy 
officers shall not receive any salary or compensation in 
addition to the salary or compensation they are entitled 
to as such Army or Navy officers; Provided, That in the 
districts which include the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries the President may designate Army Engineers 
to perform the duties and act as inspectors. The Presi- 
dent may detail officers of the Engineer Corps of the U.S. 
Army for consultation or to superintend the construction 
or repair of any aid to navigation authorized by Congress.” 

Except as provided in the above paragraph the officers 
and employees of the new bureau will be civilians, of 
which the following are to be appointed by the President 
and receive the salaries named: 


A commissioner of lighthouses ............... $5,000 
A deputy commissioner ..............eeceeees 4,000 
A chief constructing engineer ............... . 4,000 
A superintendent of naval construction ....... - 8,000 


The bill also provides for the employment of a chief 
clerk and other clerical assistants and employees as may 
from time to time be authorized by Congress. All em- 
ployees, excepting Army and Navy officers in the Light- 
house Board and Lighthouse Establishment, are trans- 
ferred to the new bureau. 

Lighthouse inspectors are each to receive a salary of 
$2.400, except in the third district, in which case the 
salary is fixed at $3,600. 

The commissioner is directed to rearrange the districts 
and increase the number from sixteen to nineteen.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

The Warner-Townsend retired officers’ bill appears 
to have gotten into the jam that defeats so many meas- 
ures at the close of a session of Congress. On Thurs- 
day, June 16, the subcommittee of the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs, which has had charge of the bill, re- 
ported it favorably to the whole committee. But there 
was just one more than a quorum present and the com- 
mittee decided not to take any action until a larger at- 


iendance could be obtained. Some of the Southern Sena- 
tors had threatened to hold up the bill if it is reported to 
the Senate, and the committee decided that it was not 
wise to bring it in unless it was with the approval of 
the entire committee. If this could be obtained it is 
thought that the opposition could be overcome and the 
bill passed with very little debate. In the House the 
prospects of passing the bill at this session are not as 
good as they are in the Senate. It is not probable that 
the military committee will be reached before adjourn- 
ment under the ‘‘Wednesday calendar rule,” and acting 
Chairman Prince fears that it would be defeated if it 
was brought upon unanimous consent day, Monday. He 
may, however, take a chance Monday and attempt to 
force a vote upon the measure. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs on June 16 
reported favorably a bill (H.R. 23486) for the relief of 
officers and soldiers of the Volunteer Army who served 
in the Philippines. This is the bill which pays to five or 
six hundred officers the difference between their travel 
pay under the old law and the new law. While the offi- 
cers were in the Philippines Congress passed an act in 
the middle of their term of service reducing the rate of 
travel pay from a day’s pay for every mile to four cents 
a mile. If this bill is passed it will make substantial 
allowance to the Volunteer officers who served in the 
Philippines. 

The controversy between Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, 
commandant of the U.S. Marine Corps, and Lieut. Col. 
C. M. Perkins was reopened by the House Naval Com- 
mittee on Wednesday, June 15, when it reconsidered its 
former vote on H.R. 15635, providing for the reinstate- 
ment of Lieutenant Colonel Perkins to the active list. 
This action was taker in order to give the attorneys of 
Lieutenant Colone) Perkins an opportunity to present 
again his reasons for being restored to the active list. 
Representative Gaines, of West Virginia, is making a 
bitter fight for the passage of his bill. He and a number 
of influential members of the House are convinced that 
the officer should be restored to the active list, and will 
bring great pressure to bear on the committee to secure 
faverable action upon the measure. The text of the bill 
follows: 

That the President of the United States be, and is hereby, 
authorized to restore Constantine Marrast Perkins, now a 
lieutenant colonel on the retired list, to the active list of the 
Marine Corps, to take rank in accordance with the date of 
his present commission, that of June 16, 1906, in his original 
place, next after Lieut. Col. Franklin J. Moses: Provided, 
That the said Constantine Marrast Perkins shall be carried as 
additional to the number of the grade to which he shall be 
restored, or at any time thereafter promoted. 

The House Military Committee on Wednesday, June 
15, reported adversely on a bill (H.R. 26485) authorizing 
the President to appoint Alexander McCrackin, now 
commodore on the retired list of the U.S. Navy, to the 
grade of rear admiral on the retired list. This is the 
second time that the committee has refused to report out 
legislation in behalf of Commodore McCrackin. A_ bill 
restoring him to the active list was before the committee 
some time ago, and it received similar treatment. The 
committee sustained the Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
who reported adversely on the case in a communication in 
which he said: 

Commodore McCrackin, then a captain, was, on June 30, 
1909, placed on the retired list of the Navy, in accordance 
with the provisions of Sec. 9 of the Navy Personnel Act of 
1899, as a commodore. The department already has under 
consideration an application from this officer asking that the 
question of his advancement to the grade of rear admiral 
under Sec. 11 of the Navy Personnel Act be referred to the 
Attorney General of the United States, and action thereon 
will be taken at no distant date. In view of the foregoing 
facts, and also for the reason that the measure falls within 
the class of special legislation whose enactment is not re- 
garded as desirable, the department does not recommend favor- 
able action on the bill above mentioned. 

A bill (S. 7901) providing for the restoration and 
retirement of Frederick W. Olcott as passed assistant 
surgeon in the Navy was reported favorably by the House 
Naval Committee on Wednesday, June 15. As the measure 
has already passed the Senate, an effort will be made to 
put it through the House at this session. He failed to 
pass an examination in 1901, but on account of his record 
in the Service his friends insisted that he should be 
restored and retired. 

The House Military Committee on Wednesday, June 





15, reported favorably on the Cox resolution for the 
investigation of the policy of the Board of Managers of 
National Soldiers’ Homes. This is the first step in a 
movement which it is thought will bring the National 
Homes under the jurisdiction of the War Department. 
Mr. Cox and all of the members of the House who repre- 
sent districts in which branches of the Soldiers’ Home are 
located are dissatisfied with the policy of the Board of 
Managers, and are convinced that the institutions should 
be placed in charge of the War Department. The resolu- 
tion reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers for the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers be, and is hereby, 
directed to supply to the House of Representatives a de- 
tailed report of all receipts and disbursements or transfers in 
connection with what is known as the post fund for a period 
covering the last five fiscal years; also that a detailed state- 
ment be submitted of all money paid into the posthumous fund, 
and its disposition by the said board of managers during the 
above stated period. 

The House Military Committee reported favorably on 
S. 4196, retiring David Robertson, hospital steward and 
sergeant, first class, with full pay of his grade and com- 
mutation of allowances: Clothing $4.56, rations $34, fuel 
and quarters $20. 
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CASE OF CHAPLAIN DALLAM, U.S.A. 


Major Gen. William P. Duvall, U.S.A., commanding 
the Philippines Division, in carrying out the sentence of 
a G.C.M. in the case of Chaplain John E. Dallam, 12th 
U.S. Inf., which was that he receive a reprimand from 
the reviewing authority, said: “It is very clear that 
Chaplain Dallam sought to convey an expression of cen- 
sure in using the words he did in addressing his superior 
officer, Captain Wickham. The fact that the conduct of 
Captain Wickham, which it pleased Chaplain Dallam to 
disapprove, in no wise concerned the latter, whose status 


in the matter was that of a busybody, and that his 
censure was entirely gratuitous and was conveyed to 
Captain Wickham in the presence of his juniors, naturally 
aggravates the case. Unfortunately, the spirit of broad 
Christianity, of which Chaplain Dallam should be an 
exponent, has not prevented him from passing judgment 
in haste and with but little consideration on a fellow- 
officer, his superior in rank, or later, after time for mature 
thought, from declining to withdraw that judgment even 
when advised to do so by his regimental commander. 
Chaplain Dallam has profited little by his five years’ ex- 
perience in the military service, in so far as understanding 
his place in the Army, and apparently fails to realize that 
there is nothing in the position of the chaplain which 
absolves him from the disciplinary requirements whieh 
are imposed upon all officers. Chaplain Dallam is re- 
leased from arrest and restored to duty.” 

The charges alleged that Chaplain Dallam spoke in 
disrespectful terms to Capt. Frank D. Wickham, 12th 
Inf., in the presence of junior officers, the occasion of the 
uncomplimentary remarks being, according to a statement 
made by Chaplain Dallam, that Captain Wickham failed 
to interfere or make his presence known when he was in 
the vicinity of the quarters of Lieut. Col. R. F. Ames, 
12th Inf., at the time of the fatal shooting of Lieutenant 
Janney. The regimental commander gave Chaplain 
Dallam an opportunity to retract his allusions to Captain 
Wickham, with no other result than a formal letter from 
the chaplain refusing to offer reparation, and adding that 
Captain Wickham’s avoidance of responsibility seemed to 
Chaplain Dallam “heartless and cowardly.” 

After the publication of the reprimand Chaplain Dal- 
lam, under date of Fort McKinley, P.I., May 6, 1910, 
sent the following letter to the editor of the Cablenews- 
Ameriean at Manila: 

Sir: Will you kindly give the fullest publicity you can to 
this communication and make it as conspicuous as possible? 
The reviewing officer’s reprimand of me was given full pub- 
licity. It would be improper for me to criticize it. 

But in order that the public that has read that reprimand 
may know my principles, I desire to state that I do not 
understand that in becoming a chaplain in the Army I sur- 
rendered one of the duties of a clergyman. 

One of these duties universally recognized is that a clergy- 
man shall rebuke wrongdoing. When he does so he is not 
a ‘‘busybody,’’ but a man fulfilling a function of his pro- 
fession. 

I shall do my professional duty undeterred by any authority 
under the sun and entirely regardless of ‘‘rank’’ and without 
respect of persons. If this is inconsistent with my position 
as an Officer, let the military authorities decide. If a chap- 
lain is expected to surrender that professional duty and be 
silent in the presence of wrong because a man ranks him, let 
the public judge of the type of clergymen who will in the 


future accept commissions. 
(Signed) JOHN E. DALLAM, 
Chaplain, 12th Infantry. 

Chaplain Dallam was later sent to the division hos- 
pital by order of Brig. Gen. Ramsay G. Potts, command- 
ing the post of Fort McKinley and the Department of 
Luzon, in order that he might be under observation and 
treatment. It is thought likely that the Chaplain will be 
examined by a medical board. 

We would commend to Chaplain Dallam the advice of 
St. Paul to Titus: “Exhort servants to be obedient to 
their own masters and to please them well in all things, 
not answering again. Showing all good fidelity that 
this may adorn the doctrine of God, our Saviour, in all 
things.” This accords with the requirements of Article 
I of the Army Regulations, 


U.S. FIELD ARTILLERY ASSOCIATION. 

The U.S. Field Artillery Association was organized at 
Fort Riley, Kas., June 7, in an enthusiastic meeting, 
which was presided over by Lieut. Col. Eli D. Hoyle, 6th 
Field Art., and attended by thirty-three Regular and 
forty-eight National Guard Field Artillery officers. Every 
regiment of Field Artillery, except the 2d, was repre- 
sented, and eighteen states were represented by officers 
of the National Guard. 

The objects of the association, as stated in its constitu- 
tion, are to promote the efficiency of the Field Artillery 
by maintaining its best traditions; to publish a journal 
for disseminating professional knowledge’ and furnishing 
information as to the Field Artillery’s progress, develop- 
ment and best use in campaign; to cultivate, with the 
other arms, a common understanding of the powers and 
limitations of each; to foster a feeling of interdependence 
among the different arms and of hearty co-operation by 
all: and to promote understanding between the Regular 
and Militia forces by a closer bond. | ee : 

Membership in the association is divided into two 
classes—active and associate.. Commissioned officers on 
the active lists of the Field Artillery of the Regular Army 
and of the Organized Militia of the several states are 
eligible to active membership. The following are eligible 








to associate membership: Commissioned officers on the 
retired lists of the Regular Army and of the Organized 
Militia of the several states; those who, as commissioned 
officers, either Regular, Militia or Volunteer, have served 
with batteries or larger units of Field Artillery in time 
of war; commissioned officers of the Regular Army and 
of the Organized Militia of the several states not now 
belonging to the Field Artillery who have served at least 
one year as commissioned officers in Field Artillery; 
general officers of the Regular Army and of the Organized 
Militia of the several states; all commissioned officers and 
former officers of the U.S. Army, Navy and Marine Corps, 
and of the Organized Militia and Volunteers in good 
standing, not included in the classification hereinabove 
set forth, and those in civil life whose applications are 
approved by the executive council. 

The headquarters of the association are to be in Wash- 
ington. 'The executive council, elected for two years, is 
composed of Col. Montgomery M. Macomb, 6th Field 
Art., Capt. Fox Conner, 1st Field Art., Capt. Oliver L. 
Spaulding, jr., 5th Field Art., Capt. John F. O’Ryan, 
F.A., N.G.N.Y., Capt. Robert H. Tyndall, F.A., N.G. Ind. 

It is provided in the constitution that three of the 
members of the council shall be officers of the Regular 
Army and that two shall be officers of the Organized 
Militia. The officers of the association will be appointed 
by the council, as follows: A president, who shall be an 
officer of the Regulat Army, from among the members 
of the council ; a vice president, to be selected from among 
the active members of the association; a secretary-editor, 
who shall be an officer of the Regular Army, and a 
treasurer, who shall be an officer stationed or residing in 
Washington, D.C. 

This is the first time that National Guard officers have 
been accorded full rights as active members of a Service 
association or have been given representation on the 
executive council of such an association, and it is believed 
that the intimacy arising from this close affiliation will 
hold the interest of the National Guard officers and prove 
very beneficial to them. All of the officers of the camp 
of instruction for National Guard Field Artillery officers 
now at Fort Riley have enthusiastically enrolled as 
members of the association. 

The publication of a Field Artillery journal has been 
long desired by all the officers of that arm, and at this 
particular stage in the development of Field Artillery it 
is well-nigh indispensable. On account of the relatively 
small number of officers eligible to active membership in 
the association, it is essential that everyone who is 
eligible should join the association without delay. Any 
person eligible to membership may become a member by 
making written application to the secretary and paying 
the first year’s dues. The annual dues of the association 
shall be fixed by the executive council, but shall not exceed 
four dollars per year. Active members are entitled to 
receive all publications issued by the association, and 
associate members are entitled to receive the journal 
without payment other than the annual dues. Tem- 
porarily, applications for membership should be addressed 
to Capt. W. J. Snow, Fort Riley, Kas.

NAVAL MILITIA CRUISES. 


Letters were sent by the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Adjutant General of the Army on June 16 to the 
Governors of Minnesota, Michigan, Illinois and Ohio to 
rendezvous the vessels of the Naval Militia with the or- 
ganizations at Alpena, Thunder Bay, Mich., to cruise to 
Buffalo and return during the period Aug. 8-17. The 
men and vessels will be inspected by the Board of In- 
spection and Survey, U.S.N. This was for the lake 
region, and letters were sent only to states having Naval 
Militia vessels. It is expected that thirty-six hours 
will be spent at Buffalo, giving the men a chance to 
make a side trip to Niagara Falls. On June 16 a similar 
letter was sent to the Governors of Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Maryland 
and the District of Columbia, to rendezvous the Naval 
Militia at Gardiner’s Bay, Long Island, N.Y., on July 
23, for a cruise to Hampton Roads and return. Similar 
inspection will be had on this occasion also. 

The Naval Militia of Louisiana in July will go aboard 
the U.S.S. Isla de Luzon and the Stranger for a cruise 
to Galveston and return. The North Carolina Naval 
Militia has arranged a series of cruises on the U.S.S. 
Elfrida in July and August, for the giving of instruction 
to the enlisted force of the organization. In California 
the U.S.S8. Marblehead will take on board, about July 2, 
at San Francisco the Naval Militia of that state and, 
with the full complement of the vessel, will sail to Se- 
attle, visiting Vancouver on the way up and taking in 
Portland on the return. The men not accommodated 
on the Marblehead will go on a cruise on the U.S.S. 
suffalo. One object of the trip to Seattle is to encour- 
age the Naval Militia organization, which has just been 
formed at Seattle, and for whose use the Department 
recently assigned the Cheyenne, which is now at Mare 
Island, but will soon go to Puget Sound. 

The Aileen, now being repaired at New York, will 
soon go to Rhode Island for the permanent use of the 
Naval Militia of that state. The Aileen for some years 
was used by the 2d Naval Battalion of New York. The 
Naval Militia of New York state will not cruise this 
year, as formerly, on their own ships. The entire body, 
including the separate divisions at Rochester and Buf- 
falo, will go on board the battleships of Rear Admiral 
Schroeder’s fleet assigned for their use. The practice 
cruise of the Naval Militia of Pennsylvania and the 
states north of it will take place during the period July 
23-30. The U.S.S. Kansas will take on board the Penn- 
sylvania Militia at Philadelphia, where they will also 
return. The Vermont will embark the Massachusetts 
Militia at Boston and disembark them at Provincetown. 
The Philadelphia will take on board the Maine Militia 
at Provincetown and put them ashore at the same place. 
The Georgia will embark the Connecticut Militia at 
New Haven and land them there also. The Mississippi 
and the Idaho will embark the Rhode Island Militia at 
Newport, to which place they will be returned. The 
remaining eight ships of the fleet, the Connecticut, the 
South Carolina, Michigan, New Hampshire, Minnesota, 
Rhode Island, Nebraska and Virginia will embark the 
New York Militia, either at the Ambrose Channel light 
or Tompkinsville and land them at the same place. 

The report in the daily papers to the effect that the 
single-turreted monitor Ozark would arrive in Washing- 
ton, D.C., for the use of the District of Columbia Nava} 
Battalion, on July 10 was an error. She will arrive at 
the capital about June 26, replacing the Puritan, which 
will be towed to Norfolk and inspected by a board of 
survey to determine her final fate. The Tallahassee, 
also a monitor, is expected to be brought to Washington 
for the use of the Bureau of Ordnance as a target. 
The ram Katahdin has been raised and will continue to 
be used as a target as soon as the repairs, permitting 
her to float, are finished.

ACCOUNTANT’S REPORT, NAVAL SUPPLY FUND. 

As the result of an expert examination into the ac- 
counting methods of the Navy Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts made by Mr. J. Mendenhall, of their firm, 
Marwick, Mitchell and Co., chartered accountants, have 
made to the Secretary of the Navy a preliminary report 
on the Naval Supply Fund. They report that the present 
accounting system, though contrary to law, has increased 
efficiency, the law governing appropriation expenditures, 
which has greatly impaired the efficiency of the Naval 
Establishment, compelling the carrying of an unnecessary 
amount of stock and increasing the difficulty of account- 
ing. It is believed that proper legislation would make a 
reduction of from eight to ten million dollars in the stock 
earried, beside saving several hundred thousand dollars 
in operating expenses. It is not believed that the difficul- 
ties in the handling of the accounts of the Naval Estab- 
lishment, as pointed out in this report, can be overcome 
by an increase in the Naval Supply Fund, nor by 
legalizing the methods in vogue prior to March 31, 1910. 
They recommend that legislation be obtained to permit 
the adoption of a new system, which they explain at 
length and for which they claim the following advantages: 

The value of stores carried for all purposes is an 
investment of the Naval Establishment funds, as much so 
as the plant at navy yards or stations. 

The cost of all articles manufactured or repaired for 
stock should include the labor, indirect expense and 
material necessary to complete them. These articles are 
also an investment of the funds of the Naval Establish- 
ment until such time as they are consumed. 

The carrying of all stores in a property account greatly 
simplifies the method of accounting for stock, because but 
one account will be kept for each item under each class, 
instead of several. 

By a property account all transfers of stock between 
appropriations are eliminated. 

The property account acts as a clearing account in 
itself, and al} complications of this nature are obviated. 

The value of all articles taken from ships after proper 
survey has been made hecomes an asset to the Naval 
Establishment, as much so as if these articles were 
purchased on the open market. The appropriations 
originally paying for them should be credited with the 
salvage value, as a reduction in the expenses of the bureau 
concerned. ‘This credit is not to be used as an increase 
of the annual appropriation, but should be deducted from 
the total annual charges to the operation of the Naval 
Establishment under the appropriation concerned. 

The value of all stores turned into stock from ships 
when going out of commission also becomes an asset to 
the Naval Establishment, and should be charged to stock. 
The appropriations originally paying for them -should be 
eredited with the value thereof as a reduction in:: the 
operating expenses of the bureau concerned. 

The available balance in each appropriation during the 





fiscal year will be much more accurate, because charges 
against the appropriation will not be made until the labor 
and material is consumed instead of when it is purchased 
or requisitioned. 

By establishing stock ledgers in the offices of the gen- 
eral storekeepers wherein the quantity and value of each 
item will be recorded, and by showing on the card records 
in the hands of store men only the descriptive number, 
name and description of each article, the general store- 
keepers will maintain a greater efficiency over their 
records. . 

The total sum advanced to disbursing officers and 
agents should not exceed the total annual appropriations ; 
in fact, should not equal this total by several hundred 
thousand dollars. because the salvage stock returned to 
stores being available for further use, it should not be 
necessary to purchase so many stores as would otherwise 
be required, and if these stores are not used during the 
current year the appropriation should have a balance to 
revert to the Treasury, or the value of stores would be 
correspondingly increased. 

(1) All stores on hand July 1. 1910, shall be charged 
to a properiy account on the records of the Bureau of 
Supplics and Accounts, and all future purchases of stock 
or expenditures for manufactured or repaired articles for 
stock at navy yards or stations shall be charged to this 
property account and be paid for from “general account 
of advances.” 

(2) The amourt so advanced shall be charged to the 
proper appropriations as these stores are consumed from 
stock, and when dishursements made for all other pur- 
poses are accomplished the amount so charged shall be 
returned to general account of advances by pay or counter 
warrants: provided, however, that such materia] as 
provisions, clothing and small stores, medical stores, and 
such other material as the Secretary of the Navy may 
designate, may be purchased by specific appropriations 
or transferred to specific appropriations before such 
materials are issued for use or consumption. The said 
charge, however, to any particular appropriation shall be 
limited te the amount apvropriated therefor, except in 
cases of emergencies, so that the total of stores drawn 
and funds used may exceed the sum of the annual appro- 
priations: but such excess shall be reported to Congress 
by the Secretary of the Navy, with reasons therefor, when 
the next annual estimates are submitted. 

(3) Credit shall be made to appropriations in each 
fiscal year for the value of salvage material taken from 
repairs made to ships or plants at navy vards and stations 
or for stores returned from ships, and this credit shall not 
be used by the bureans to increase the amount of that 
appropriation. but shall be a deduction from the operating 
expenses of the annual appropriation concerned, subject 
to the same provision as stated in paragraph numbered 
(2) last above. 

They give the text of a bill the passage of which will 
accomplish the desired reform.

Guy K. Calhoun, 
Selah M. La Bounty and Andew B. MeNeill were not 
examined with the class on account of sickness or for 
some other reason; to be examined later and multiples to 
he assigned when the results of such examination are 
determined. 

We are informed that the failure of Midshipman 
Eugene Ames to take his examination for promotion to 
ensign in the Navy was not due to any fear on his part 
that he would not be able to answer the questions, but 
beeause he found life in the Navy distasteful. Having 
sent in two, if not three. resignations. which were not 
accepted. he decided to refuse to take the examination in 
March. honing that this would terminate his connection 
with the Service, as he did not. consider it honorable to 
accept a commission when he was doing all in his power 
to leave the Navy. By reference to the paragraph above 
it will be seen that he was given a number, 105, in the 
list.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS.

The first run of the gunboats Wheeling and Petrel in 
their trip around the world has been accomplished, both 
vessels having arrived at Bremerton, Wash., from San 
Francisco, June 14. From Bremerton they will make 
their way along the Alaskan coast to Asia, and eventually 
will appear on the eastern coast of the United States, 
coming via the Suez Canal. ; 

Wireless messages received at Savannah, Ga., June 12, 
state that the torpedoboat Foote was disabled off Frying 
Pan Shoals while hound north. The torpedoboat signaled 
the steamship Winifred, from Philadelphia, to ask by 
wireless for a tug from Charleston. The steamer Merri- 
mac, however, bound for Baltimore, from Savannah, 
picked up the Foote and took the torpedoboat in tow. 
She proceeded to Southport. 

The U.S.S. Amphitrite was placed in commission in 
reserve at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., June 14, 1910.

The Secretary of the Navy has written letters to 
Herman Miller, a first class fireman on the U.S.S. Frank- 
lin, and Otto F. Miller, of Kokomo, Ind., ordinary 
seaman on the U.S.S. Delaware, who jumped overboard 
on June 5 at Norfolk in an effort to rescue U. J. Buer, 
apprentice seaman. The Secretary says that the fact 
that these sailors were unsuccessful does not in any degree 
detract from the heroism of their act in plunging into a 
strong tide to save their shipmate. 

Seaman James Dever, U.S.N., attached to the U.S.S. 
Franklin, has received the following letter of commenda- 
tion from the Secretary of the Navy, under date of June 
9, 1910: “The Department commends you for your gallant 
action in jumping overboard from the Mississippi and 
rescuing a shipmate from drowning, as described in the 
following report, forwarded by your commanding officer: 
‘On Sept. 20, 1909, while the ship was at anchor off 
Hampton Roads, Va., a tube blew out in the boiler of the 
second steam launch, lying at the port boom. Kammer, 
to prevent being scalded, jumped overboard in a choppy 
sea and a strong tideway. Kammer, not being able to 
swim, was helpless in the water, and Dever, seeing him 
struggling to keep afloat, jumped overboard from the 
quarterdeck, rescued him and brought him alongside. 
Kammer was nearly exhausted, and was taken to the sick 
bay for treatment.’ The Department regrets that it was 
not able to secure sufficient evidence to present your case 
to the Secretary of the Treasury with recommendation for 
a life-saving medal.” James Dever has been in the Navy 
about two years and seven months. He is only about 
twenty years of age, and is a native of Boston, Mass., 
where his father lives at 193 Kilton street. 

During the athletic games held by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Y.M.C.A. at Philadelphia, Pa., June 11, two 
members of the U.S.S. Idaho distinguished themselves by 
winning prizes. Ordinary Seaman Johnson won the 440- 
vard dash in the fast time of 522-5 seconds, and §. A. 
Jones won second place in the broad jump. 

The first of the brigade drills of the season at the 
Naval Training Station, Newport, R.I., was held June 9.

Capt. of Engrs. Eugene P. Webber, of the Revenue Cutter

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WEST POINT. 
West Point, N.Y., June 15, 1910. 
GRADUATION OF CLASS OF 1910, U.S.M.A. 

Eighty-two members of the class of 1910 on June 15 suc- 
cessfully passed the final ordeal and are the proud possessors 
of the diplomas for which they have striven so zealously for 
the past four years (their names and class standing appear on 
page 1252). The exercises were conducted according to time- 
honored usage in every respect, with the exception of the 
place of their occurrence, which was to the south of the Battle 
Monument where the ground slopes to form a natural amphi- 
theater. Here the seats were arranged in a semicircle, facing 
the covered platform on which were the dignitaries. The 
Academic Board, the Superintendent, Col. Hugh L. Scott, with 
his staff, Rev. Herbert Shipman, acting for the Chaplain, who 
has gone abroad to spend his leave, Brig. Gens. John M. Wilson, 
Walter Howe and William H. Bixby occupied places on this 
platform. The usual order of exercises was followed. The 
Rev. Herbert Shipman made the opening prayer; the address 
to the graduating class was made by Brig. Gen. Walter Howe, 
commanding the Department of the East. The presentation of 
diplomas was made by Secretary of War Dickinson, who ar- 
rived at the post Tuesday evening. ° 

GENERAL HOWE’S ADDRESS. 

The address of General Howe was interspersed with anecdotes, 
reminiscences of his cadet days of over twoscore years ago. 
He told about the custom of giving declamations and the prac- 
tice that obtained of working three or four selections overtime. 
They used to get together beforehand and decide which one would 
use “Is Warren dead?’ “Can you not yet see him?” or “A 
fierce, gray bird with a bending beak,” and then the other man 
would come up with “Somebody. lying dead with his lifeblood 
flowing away,” or “At midnight in his guarded tent the Turk 
lay dreaming.” And then there was a sweet souled old profes- 
sor who could never find it in his heart to call a man down. 
If he asked you what color flame a certain gas gave out and you 
said yellow, he would remark that the answer was very good, 
but wouldn't it have been better to say blue? And the ques- 
tioned cadet immediately agreed that blue would have been an 
infinitely better answer. et this man was no fool, as General 
Howe expressed it, for one day when he was going over a 
trayful of minerals and saying that this was a piece of granite 
and this was a piece of marble, he came upon a varnished and 
fixed up particle of an old brick which some cadet had slipped 
into the tray. “The old man picked it up,’’ said General Howe, 
and exclaimed, “ ‘and this, young men, is a piece of impudence.’ ” 

General Howe became serious after this and spoke of the im- 
provement necessary in our warfare. “I suggest,” he said, “an 
enlarged Navy and an Army of 300,000 men. That, I be- 
lieve, would be a peace argument which all the nations would 
respect. The Eastern problem would not assume the serious 
proportions which now seem not unlikely. Our merchants in 
Manchuria would be able to feel complete confidence, and those 
traders in other parts of the world who are competing with 
the Germans and the English would have an equal chance. It 
seems to me that there is no possible situation in which I 
would welcome the coming of war. But at the present time 
the Army is not held in the repute which I know it deserves. 
Adverse criticism has been coming in from many quarters. It 
may be that the Army will not receive the credit that it de- 
serves until we have had a long and expensive war. I hope not.” 

General Howe also paid a tribute to the enlisted men, say- 
ing: “Young men, don’t be afraid to gain their confidence and 
take the benefit of their longer experience in various lines 
of Army life.” 

ADDRESS BY SECRETARY DICKINSON, 

The address of the Secretary of War was a scholarly, yet 
practical, forceful talk, from one who in his youth had hoped 
to have followed the career of Arms. He said, In part: 

“The histories of countries deal largely with the records of 
their wars. Like a self-registering thermometer, they seem to 
record the highest and lowest stages of excellence of the ele- 
ments that constitute vigorous national life. All that is good 
and all that is bad are revealed in the crucial test of a war 
that taxes to their limit the resources of a people. 

“It is not unjust to estimate a people by the qualities dis- 
played by their military chieftains not merely in war, but within 
the sphere of influence occupied by them in consequence of 
military leadership. Judged by this standard, the American 
people have experienced exceptional felicity. Every great war 
in which we were engaged revealed generals of exceptional 
ability and character. Each has been followed by the immediate 
elevation of a military hero to the highest office. It is the un- 
paralleled glory of our country that, unseduced by the tempta- 
tions afforded by their military renown, their hold upon the 
popular affections and the blinding incense offered up by 
flatterers, they held the military in subjection to civil authority, 
and returned to the people, their high trust unsullied by any 
public or private act that could alarm them for the safety of 
their institutions or bring them national shame. 

“The War of the Revolution elevated to the Presidency Wash- 
ington, that of 1812 Jackson, that with Mexico Taylor, that be- 
tween the States Grant and that with Spain Roosevelt. Although 
their accession to the Presidency did not follow immediately 
upon their military services there can be no doubt that repu- 
tations gained in arms by the two Harrisons and Hayes were 
potent factors in raising them to that high office. 

“Where will you find in the history of any people such a 
record of private and public virtue as has been shown by our 
military men who have held the Chief Magistracy? Their 
fortune was exceptional, but not their qualities, among the 
soldiers of whom they were exponents. There must be an apex 
to every pyramid, but because it is highest it does not neces- 
sarily differ in essentials from that by which it is sustained. 
There were many others in all of these wars who discharged 
great trusts with exceptional abilities, who had the highest 
qualities of manhood, who, though less conspicuously, acted 
their part during and after hostilities just as patriotically, 
and bore with honor high civic trusts to which confidence largely 
inspired by their military services raised them. 

“Hero worship, founded on the noblest feelings in our na- 
ture, always has made, and unless the history of the world since 
it began shall be reversed and the profession of arms shall 
lose its prestige, always will, especially in great crises, make 
our soldiers potential in our national life not merely for de- 
fense, but in their administration of government. 

“This day, that makes such an eventful period in the careers 
of so many who will be in line for leadership of our armies 
and perhaps high civic office, does not pass unheeded by the 
American people. Our Army and Navy schools are looked tu 
with pride and inspire hope. These sentiments are fully justi- 
fied by what these great institutions have done for the nation. 
With them are linked the names of many whose fame is a 
priceless heritage to our people. 

“Though you have not, like Hannibal, been taken to an 
altar and made to swear eternal hatred to an enemy of your 
country, yet like him you have in early youth been dedicated 
to her military service. Your country has every right to 
expect much of you. You were selected in competitions for 
your proficiency; you have withsiood a winnowing process of 
four arduous years. You have been in an atmosphere of high 
ideals and surrounded by ennobling inspirations. But your 
military education has only begun.” 

A pleasant allusion to the degree just conferred on 
Superintendent of the Military Academy by Princeton Um- 
versity was made by the Secretary during his address. The 
necessity of his attendance at Princeton to receive this degree 
prevented Colonel Scott from welcoming the Secretary on his 
arrival at the post on Tuesday. 

DISTRIBUTION OF DIPLOMAS. 

The usual applause greeted the graduates as they received 
their diplomas from Secretary Dickinson, redoubled in the cases 
of football, baseball and fencing stars. Cadet Frederick S. 
Strong, jr., was the first to receive his diploma and was 
greeted with thunderous applause. Number two on the list was 
Creswell Garlington, son of the Inspector General, followed by 
the class in order of standing. The Secretary received the 
diplomas from Colonel Scott, who stood at his right with Capt. 
Oscar J. Charles, adjutant. Each cadet left his place when 
One cadet much applauded 


the Superintendent read his name. 


was Lawson Moore, the cadet adjutant of the corps, for, as 
another cadet remarked, “when a man can be adjutant and 
popular he is going some.” Another applauded till he almost 
lost his self-possession was Cadet Robert W. Barr; the oc- 
easion for the celebration was that he was going to get mar- 
ried just as soon as he could change his clothes after the 
exercises. The ceremony was performed a little later in the 
new chapel by ex-Chaplain Herbert Shipman. Daniel H. Tor- 
rey and John E. Beller were also applauded for their imminent 
matrimonial intentions, as they were to be married next day.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


13TH N.Y.—OCOL. C. O. DAVIS. 

The 13th N.Y., under command of Col. C. O. Davis, which 
arrived at Fort H. G. Wright, Fisher’s Island, N.Y., June 10, 
for instruction in coast-defense exercises for ten days, has 
performed a very profitable tour of duty despite the fact 
that the rain during the first three days of the tour inter- 
fered with the schedule somewhat.

The several companies were sent to the batteries to clean 
projectiles, in preparation for sub-caliber practice, and put in 
daily work at the big guns and mortars, under the supervision 
of officers and men of the Regular Service. There was two 
days devoted to sub-caliber practice with guns and mortars, 
and two days to practice with Service charges.

JULY FOURTH PARADE. NEW YORK OITY. 


As we noted in our issue of last week, a parade of the Na- 
tional Guard in New York city will be made on July 4. By 
reason of the many demands already, and still to be, made on 
the time of the National Guardsmen, the parade is very unpopu- 
lar with them, and with just reason, and we believe that it 
is an ill advised parade. The Mayor of the city, how- 
ever, having requested the participation of the troops, and the 
committee in charge of the celebration having also asked that 
they parade, General Roe could not well refuse to order the 
parade. Under the circumstances nothing will now be gained 
by feeling badly over it, and officers and men should do the 
best they can to make the parade a success, now that it is an 
assured fact that it will take place. Soldiers must obey 
orders, no matter how unpleasant they may be, and it will 
undoubtedly be just as disagreeable to General Roe and the 
brigade commanders to make the parade as to subordinates. 
It should also be remembered that the city pays large sums 
for the support of the National Guard in the way of providing 
armories, paying employees in them, etc., and when the chief 
executive of the city makes a request that the troops turn out 
it cannot be ignored. It is safe to say that if the National 
Guard did not parade in response to the request of the Mayor, 
the Major General commanding and all the Guard of the city 
would be damned in the New York dailies and other papers 
from one end of the country to the other as a lot of unpatri- 
otic ingrates. 

In Manhattan the parade will start from Twenty-third 
street and Fifth avenue at ten a.m.; march down Fifth avenue 
to Waverly place, then across to Broadway and down the latter 
thoroughfare to the City Hall, where Mayor Gaynor will re- 
view the column. There is a strong probability that the Nation- 
al Guard in Brooklyn will be ordered to parade in Manhattan. 
All the troops will parade in olive drab uniforms, and the 
head of the columns should reach the city hall about 
11:30 am. The 22d Regiment will parade up in the 
Bronx with the 2d Battery, Col. W. B. Hotchkin, of the 22d, 
being in command. He will determine the route and start off 
the parade, after consultation with the Borough president. 
The members of the 22d, now that they have become appar- 
ently a fixture for the Bronx, express the hope, however, that 
the route may not include too many empty lots and Billy 
goats. The Bronxites will not see the 8th Regiment upon 
this occasion, as it will be up at Fisher’s Island, N.Y. 

Another year we think a regiment other than the 22d 
should be given an opportunity to see the glories of the 
Bronx and receive applause from the spectators there. We 
believe that the 22d, which has been detailed up there for sev- 
eral years, will not feel hurt if ordered to parade some day 
in Manhattan, and another command take its place in the 
Bronx.

All members of the Guard are privileged to shoot in all 
matches of the Association, but they are not to share in the 
prizes unless they are members of the Association or have 
paid the required entrance fee. 

Lieut. Col. W. Brookhart, chief ordnance officer and 
acting general inspector of small-arms practice, is designated 
as C.0. and chief executive officer for the competition. As- 
sistant executive officer, M. ©. Mumma, 2d Cav., U.S.A. 

There are fifteen matches for riflemen and one pistol match, 
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Some of the rifle matches are open to teams from the Regular 
Army stationed in Iowa, and some of the individual matches 
are open to everybody, and suitable prizes are offered in all 
matches. 

All civilians as well as members of the Militia, Regular 
Army and Navy are eligible to compete in the matches open 
to everybody, provided they shoot with the arm and ammuni- 
tion called for in the conditions of the match.

‘fany soldier who receives an honorable discharge for the con- 
venience of the Government after having served more than 
half of his enlistment shall be considered as having served 
an enlistment period,’’ come under the benefit of the pro- 
viso, ‘‘That hereafter any soldier honorably discharged at 
the termination of his first or any succeeding enlistment period 
who re-enlists after the expiration of three months shall be 
regarded as in his second enlistment’’? The decision was 
that the man in question was entitled to re-enlist as of the 
second period. Yours is not a parallel case. You, on prompt 
re-enlistment, will enter the fourth period.
